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L o n d o n, A pril 
10th.—G ladstone 
pro­ 
p o u nded his Irish land I ill to th e H ouse 
o f Com m ons this evening. 
T here was 
h ard ly any excitem ent attending th e event, 
com pared w ith the enthusiasm w hich at­ 
tended the m em orable proceedings of yes­ 
terday week, w hen th e hom e rule m easure 
w as proposed. 
At noon to-day bu t nin ety 
seats on th e lloor of the H ouse had been 
“ h atted ,” and these were nearly all taken 
b y th e Irish 
m em bers. 
A t 4 o'clock 
th e H ouse was crow ded to its utm ost ca­ 
pacity. 
G ladstone rose in his place at 5:25 
p. m., and was greeted w ith cheers. 
W hen 
h e began to speak his voice was low e n d 
h u sk y . 
H e said th e aim of the present 
•endeavors of the G overnm ent was directed 
tow ards securing contentm ent am ong the 
people of Ireland, and a perm anent restora­ 
tio n of social order. 
T he speaker's pro­ 
posals w ould greatly benefit th e tenants of 
Irelan d , bu t th e landlords w ere th e p rin ­ 
cipal object of the m easure, although he 
th o u g h t th at m any of these landlords were 
m ost hostile to the G overnm ent’s policy at 
th e outset. 
T he speaker w ished to m ake 


AN EMPHATIC DENIAL 
T h at it was his intention to ask the Scotch 
an d E nglish to run any pecuniary risk on 
account o f th e landlords o f Ireland. 
The 
history o f Ireland was one long indictm ent 
against its land-ow ners. 
A grarian crim e 
had originated and increased under the 
absenteeism ot landlords and the raising 
ot 
ren ts 
as 
th eir 
expenses, 
w hile 
aw ay from Ireland, increased. 
Oppression, 
w edded 
to 
m isery, 
had 
a 
hideous 
progeny. 
Crim e had been endowed with 
vitality to perpetuate itself, and hand down 
its m iserable in heritance from generation 
to generation. 
England was not clear of 
responsibility, for th e deeds of the Irish 
landlords were E nglish deeds. 
“ W ith the 
pow er in our hands, we have looked on 
an d done no th in g .” 
A fter the union ab­ 
senteeism 
becam e general. 
T he union 
itself was obtained against th e sense and 
w ish of every class by w holesale bribery 
and unblushing intim idation. 


THE LAND ACT 
W as intended to go into effect on th e sam e 
‘day on w hich the hom e rule bill w ould be­ 
com e operative. 
It could not go on w ith­ 
o u t th e operation of th e other, w hich would 
provide a Legislature in Ireland to appoint 
statu to ry authority- to deal w ith the landed 
estates and act betw een the vender and 
purchaser. 
Purchases w ould 
be m ade 
through the issue of £180,000.000 of three 
p er cent, stock, issued at par. These new 
Irish consols m ight, w ith the consent of 
th e T reasury, be com m uted for stock of a 
low er denom ination. 
If the stock could 
be 
issued 
forthw ith, 
scrip 
of 
equal 
value 
w ould 
be 
issued 
for 
the 
sam e 
purpose. 
T he 
Act 
was 
to give the landlords the option to seil out 
u n d e r its term s. 
Its actions were confined 
to agricultural holdings, and did not in ­ 
clude m ansions w hich have dem esne and 
woods. 
State authorities, acting between 
th e peasant and land-ow ner, w ould p u r­ 
chase the land from the latter, and put the 
peasant in possession as absolute proprie­ 
tor. subject to an annual rent charge until 
th e total paym ents equalled the purchase 
m oney. 
T he State w ould not force sm all 
occupiersjto become proprietors. 
In dis­ 
tricts w here th e population was congested, 
th e State w ould have pow er to decide 
w hether the expropriation of too crow ded 
laud should be com pulsory. 
N obody ex­ 
cept th e im m ediate landlords w ould have 
th e option to sell their incum brances, and 
th en h e m ust sell by forfeiture and not at 
an option for him self. 
A pplications to sell 
w onId have to be m ade by-all tenants on 
th e estate, and all these applications and 
sales w ould be 
registered. 
A pplicants 
w ould be required to give security for costs 
in certain cases. 


t h e l a n d c o m m issio n 
IN'guM be em pow ered to refuse applica­ 
tions. 
T he basis of prices w ould depend 
upon the rental for fixed prices. 
T he judi­ 
cial rental of 1S45 w ould lie the standard in 
ali cases w herein th e rent of th e land to be 
sold was then fixed. 
In all other cases the 
L an d Com m ission w ould have the power 
to 
arrive 
a t 
a 
price by com paring 
-other 
judicial 
rentals 
w ith 
Griffitts’ 
valuation. 
T he Land Com m ission would 
also he allow ed to exam ine the state of the 
books concerning th e estates for ten years 
back. 
Tw enty years’ rental w ould be the 
n om inal parchase. 
In exceptional cases 
tw enty-tw o years' rental would m ake the 
purchase. 
A pplications for sale w ould not 
be received after M arch 1, 1800. 
Ten m ill­ 
ions of pounds of stock would be issued 
d u rin g 1887. £20,000.000 in 1888, £20.000,­ 
000 in 1880 and £ 20,000.000 in each of tiie 
tw o succeeding years. 
W hen the proposals 
w ere first placed before the speaker s col­ 
leagues. he proposed to raise £130.000,000 
im m ediately. 


ORIGINAL PROPOSITION RECONSIDERED. 
C ham berlain and Trevelyan objected to 
th is as a w holesale ¡-sue. w hich w ould 
•depreciate values. 
T he speaker, therefore, 
th an k ed both gentlem en for having given 
h im occasion to reconsider th e original 
proposition. H e now thought it was an error 
to ask forthw ith for an y th in g like the ou t­ 
sid e estim ate, and believed th at by appoint­ 
in g a receiver for th e general rents, arm ed 
w ith sufficient authority to collect them , 
b u t 
w ithout 
com ing 
into 
contact 
■with 
the 
new 
proprietary, the repay­ 
m en t of th e 
purchase 
m oney w ould 
be am ply 
secured. 
Tiie charge upon 
th e Irish exchequer would be £2.000,000 
p er an n u m , to m eet w hich it would be able 
to levy for rents am ounting to £2,500,000 
per an n u m , and this sum w ould be th e first 
charge on the rents and taxes raised by the 
Irish G overnm ent. 
A dding to th is the im ­ 
perial contribution, and the sum paid to 
E ngland by Ireland w ould not he applied 
to 
any 
purpose 
until 
£600.000 
was 
paid in to the English exchequer. 
The 
present contribution of th e Irish taxpayers 
to E ngland was £6,980.000, of w hich E ng­ 
lan d paid back in the Irish civil service, 
an d in the service of collection, £4.840,000. 
T iie residue, w hich seemed to represent an 
im perial contribution for the arm y, navy, 
n atio n al debt and im perial civil charges, 
w as £2,085,000. 
W hat did England do 
w ith it V As an instance, she sent an arm y of 
26,000 m en to Ireland, and kept them there 
a t an an n u al cost of £3,000.000—£915,000 
m ore th an the balance m entioned. 
T hat 
w as a specim en of the econom y of the 
system th e speaker w anted to root up 
" Mr. G ladstone com m ended the schem e to 
th e strict, jealous, careful, unbiased exam i­ 
n atio n of E nglishm en. 
H e was convinced 
th a t it w ould be recognized as a fitting part 
o f th e great auspicious effort to sustain the 
plans of the B ritish Legislature for the 
w elfare of w hat had long been, and the 
speaker hoped w ould ever be, under cir­ 
cum stances far happier th an heretofore, an 
integral part of her M ajesty's dom inion. 
M r. G ladstone spoke for an hour and 
thirty-five m inutes, and concluded am id 
great applause. 
M r. G ladstone’s proposals do not im ply 
a new issue of £180.000,000 in three i>er 
cents, but of only £50,000,000 from the 
£ 180,000,000 iu new three's already au th o r­ 
ized. 
c h a m b e r l a in 's r esig n a tio n 
Follow ing Gladstone, Mr. C ham berlain 
read th e letter w hich he sent to 
Mr. 
G ladstone, 
tendering 
his 
resignation 
as 
a 
m em ber 
of 
th e 
Cabinet. 
In 
th e letter Mr. C ham berlain 
stated th at 
M r. 
G ladstone's policy 
would throw a 


heavy burdens on Great B ritain, entailing 
an enorm ous addition to the national debt, 
probably an im m ediate increase of tax a ­ 
tion, not to secure the union of th e king­ 
dom , bu t to purchase separation. 
M r. 
C ham berlain then w ent on to say th a t the 
land proposals, although they had been 
m odified since he had ieft the Cabinet, 
would still impose a great burden on Great 
B ritain, w ithout sufficient security for the 
loans 
advanced. 
The 
hill 
was cal­ 
culated not so m uch to benefit the ten­ 
ants as a sop for the landlords. 
A lthough 
£50,000,000 was to be issued, th e option to 
sell was offered the land-ow ners hoiding 
land valued at £150,000.000. 
Supposing 
th at the full num ber of options to sell 
should be accepted, bow would all the 
m oney be provided? 
H e opposed the bill 
on principle, because it specially protected 
th e landlords. 
If the Irish P arliam ent was 
to be intrusted w ith the protection of com ­ 
m ercial classes and the m aintenance of 
social order, why could it not be trusted to 
protect th e landlords ? 
The G overnm ent 
was thrusting on Ireland a burden w hich 
no Irish m em ber could declare to be a fair 
price to give for the landlord's rights. 
[Cheers.] 
The Irish people would regard 
the bargain as one 


im po se d b y a fo r eig n c o u n t r y. 
A nd would be justified in taking the first 
opportunity to repudiate it. 
If the bargain 
should be repudiated, how would it be 
enforced ? Tiie G overnm ent could not dis­ 
regard th e risk to the B ritish taxpayers. 
U nder 
th e 
increasing 
depression 
in 
trade, 
hundreds of thousands of hard- 
w orkers 
in 
England 
w ould 
prob­ 
ably be throw n out 
of 
em ploym ent. 
W hile refusing to assist deserving crofters 
in Scotland, and postponing the claim s of 
English labor, could the G overnm ent con­ 
sistently grant large sum s for the benefit of 
the Irish peasantry? 
[Cheers.] 
Iu conclusion, Mr. C ham berlain said he 
w.°s not an irreconcilable opponent of Mr. 
G ladstone's policy. 
If the land proposals 
should he sufficiently modified, he would 
be happy to be relieved ot the duty of con­ 
tinuing bis present attitude of opposition. 
Pa r n e l l 's r e m a r k s. 
Parnell said that not having had Mr. 
C ham berlain's advantage of a Cabinet seat, 
he was not prepared to express a confident 
opinion upon the m erits and dem erits of 
the schem e until he had seen the provisions 
of the hill. 
Mr. C ham berlain bad spoken 
in 
deservedly com plim entary term s of 
Mr. D avitt, and had expressed a desire 
to know n the latter's opinion of the land 
purchase bill. 
Mr. Parnell assured Mr. 
C ham berlain th at D avitt would not act 
from a m otive of personal spite or jealousy 
[Parnellite cheers], bu t solely out of re­ 
gard for Ireland. 
To 
th e speaker 
it 
appeared 
th at 
the 
appointm ent 
of 
a Receiver-Genera! was unnecessary and 
absurd, because, according to th e prom ised 
statem ent, th e receipts from custom s and 
excise in Ireland w ill am ount to w ithin 
£20,000 
o f 
th e 
total 
am ount 
pay» 
able by Ireland to th e Im perial exchequer. 
W ould it not be sufficient security if E n ­ 
gland took a lien upon the revenue col- 
letted by Irish authority, in the event 
of th e 
custom s 
failing 
to 
yield 
a 
sum 
sufficient 
to 
m eet 
the "Imperial 
charges? T he appointm ent of a Receiver- 
General w ould be m ost offensive to Ireland, 
because it w ould show a reluctance to trust 
Ireland, even for such a sm all sum as 
£20.000. 
T he object of the Irish m em bers 
was not to m ake th e m easure a party 
question, 
but, 
by 
yielding 
as 
m uch 
as 
possible, 
so settle, 
once 
for all, 
this troublesom e, difficult an d dangerous 
m atter. 
If the Irish landlords threw out 
the m easure, be hop°d the offer to assist 
them w ith English credit w ould not be 
renew ed, but th at the bill for the govern­ 
m ent of Ireland would be pressed forward 
by itself. 
Mr. M orley announced th at 
the 
bill 
w ould be in tiie m em bers' hands on M on­ 
day. 
Perm ission was given to introduce 
the bill, and the second reading was fixed 
for M ay 13th.

Said he'd heard o' the fur business, and 
w anted to know if he was out in the fur 
country yet. 
' ‘Fiirs,’ says I ‘there h a in 't no f ’—a n ’ 
ju st then an idea struck me, a n ’ I changed 
m y tune. 
'F urs,' says I, ‘there h ain 't no 
better fur country than this on arth. Ju st 
come out to m y place till I show you m y 
fur farm .’ 
‘A nd he w ent out with me. and I show ed 
him th e prairie-dog town. and. as luck 
w ould have it, it was a bright, sunny day, 
an ’ th e dogs were out scootin' around by 
the hundreds. 
" ‘T alk in ’ abont furs.’ says 1. ‘w hat d ’ye 
th in k of th at? 
I’ve been six years grow in’

<.o o d K u le s fo r T e llin g H o rs e s ' A g e s. 
T he fulj-grow n horse possesses tw enty- 
four back teeth—th at is, six in each side of 
each jaw : these are called m olars or grind­ 
ers. 
H e has tw elve front teeth : th at is. 
six in each jaw . 
M ares have no tushes. 
T he foal has at its birth, or shortly after­ 
w ard, eight m ilk teeth—th at is, four on 
each jaw : at about tw elve m onths two 
m ore m ilk teeth come in each jaw . 
These 
rem ain unchanged till he is three years 
old. 
T he m outh of the yearling and two- 
vear-old cannot be confounded. 
The year­ 
ling m outh show s no signs of use. and the 
corner teeth are shells o n ly : at two year 
old these teeth are strong and well grown, 
and th e corner teeth fiiled up. 
A little be­ 
fore three years old th e two center teeth of 
each jaw fall out. and are replaced by per­ 
m anent teeth. 
A little before four, the two 
teeth on each side o f th e center teeth are 
replaced by perm anent ones. 
A little be­ 
fore five, the tw o rem aining teeth are shed, 
and in th eir place com e perm anent ones. 
T he upper m ilk teeth usually fall out first. 
T hus th e m outh is com plete as to its 
front teeth, the corner teeth, however, is 
bu t im perfectly developed, being at present 
a shell only ; this shell at six years old has 
filled up, and is a com plete tooth. 
T his is 
the difference betw een a five and a six 
year-old. 
T he tushes appear betw een three 
and a h alf years and four years old, and 
they take nearly tw o years to arrive at their 
full grow th. 
Yhsse teeth, as th e horse 
grows older, gets blunter and shorter, and 
so to an experienced judge are a sure indi­ 
cation o f age. 
U p to six years old the 
m outh is in a distinct and periodical state 
of structural change. 
T here is no difficulty 


in determ ining the age up to th at date. 
A fter th at the age m ust be judged by the 
shape of the m outh and the appearance of 
th e teeth called the m ark. 
A t six vears of 
age th e cups leave tw o center teeth* above, 
at seven the n ext tw o above, and at eight 
tiie outer or corner tooth above. 
At nine 
the two center teeth below lose the cups, at 
ten the next two below, and at eleven the 
outer or corner teeth below. 
A fter a little 
practice the dose observer can scarcely 
m ake a m istake. 
T he changes th at occur 
are the sam e in all horses, or nearly so.— 
[Sportsm an. 


F a n n i n g in F r a n c e . 
The French system of farm ing m ay not 
strike a tourist who sees the fields from a 
car window only as being of m uch account, 
but it produces results that, under good cir­ 
cum stances, are satisfactory. It will be bet­ 
ter for A m ericans w hen th ey copy som e of 
th e Old W orld ways ; it is not at" all a bad 
idea to “ feed the land in order th at the land 
m ay feed them .' 
Still it m ust be confessed 
things in France are not as tiiey once were. 
A steady transfer of population from the 
country to the tow ns m akes things fall 
heavily on French farm ers, who have of 
course to pay their full- sh are—about one- 
third of their total earnings—o f the $700,­ 
000.000 that m ust be raised every year. The 
French not having prim ogeniture,they m eet 
the case by having unigeniture. 
A rthur 
Young prophesied th at in fifty years from 
1798 France, because of the law of division 
of land, would be “ a pauper w arren." But 
A rth u r Y oung was not aiw avs right in bis 
predictions. 
H e once wrote* to President 
\V ashing ton that agriculture would never 
be a paying occupation in the U nited 
States. 
So far as any ill effects liave fol­ 
lowed from the division of land in France, 
they arc attributed by Frenchm en rather 
to the m anner in w hich the principle has 
been carried out than to the principle itself. 
Over 9,000,000 land-ow ners. whose estates 
are under ten acres each, divide am ong 
them lots, often m iles apart, and often be­ 
com ing at last so sm all that no cultivation 
is possible except w ith a spade. 
T here are 
" estates ’ so sm all th at the ow ner can not 
plant a tree on it. because it is illegal to 
plant one w ithin two yards of his neigh­ 
bor's boundary, and the neighbor on each 
side is w ithin th at distance. 
These farm ­ 
ers are not dependent on hired la b o r; they 
do not w ant im proved m achinery, and it is 
by such sm all estates as these th at A m eri­ 
cans com ing and going from Paris pretend 
to say th at French farm ers know nothing 
w hatever of th eir occupation.—[Paris Cor­ 
respondent Boston H erald.

SHOOTING AT THE DEPUTIES. 


E a st S t . L o u is , A pril 16th.—Late last 
night the deputies patroling the railroad 
varus were startled by hearing several 
shots fired at them from the direction of 
several houses near the junction of the 
Cairo Short Line and the Pittsburg R ail­ 
road. 
T his sort of attack upon the guard 
has become so frequent, that, although 
none has as yet been injured, Reece, com ­ 
m anding tbe m ilitia forces here, has issued 
an order that hereafter, if shots are fired 
from any building in East St. Louis, the 
guard shall surround such house, raid it 
and arrest all the guilty or suspected per­ 
sons found in tiie building. 


BRUTE FORCE EMPLOYED.

deputies, th e assailants escaped, leaving 
their victim s m an unconscious condition. 
Last night an unknow n m an, w ho has 
occupied a position m ade vacant liv one of 
the strikers of the B urlington yards, was 
attacked, w hile standing on the street cor­ 
ner. by a party of m en. w ho knocked him 
down and beat him severely before he 
could escape. 
D uring the fight a shot was 
fired by som e one, which Lad no effect. 
N either m ilitia or police were in the vicin­ 
ity at the tim e. 


ANOTHER STRIKE OF RAILROAD MEN.

It was expected when 
the lease was m ade that this m oney would 
at once be available for dividends' on the 
Central Pacific stock, inasm uch as pro­ 
vision for the floating debt was supposed 
to have been fully m ade by the $5,000.000 
in convertible bonds rem aining unsold at 
th at tim e.

RAMBLINGS IN MEXICO. 


ZI.NTZUXTZAN AXD THE RUINS OF 
ROYAL PALACES. 


C at lis of Cuinoho—K nives a:nl F orks 
I.uxuries of an Effete Civiliza­ 
tion—M exican H um an N ature. 


(Special Correspondence of the Record-Unios.] 
M orelia, Mexico, April 7, 1886. 
One should never travel in a liurry, espe­ 
cially in Mexico. The average tourist, who 
rushes through this country at railroad 
speed, misses all that is most enjoyable. To 
get the greatest good out of such a long, 
wild journey, one must not be hindered by 
tixed limits of time or hampered by any re­ 
gard for personal appearance, and be able 
to “rough it" indefinitely—to travel as the 
birds do, according, to their own sweet will, 
tarrying here and there as long as fancy 
dictates, and seeking other scenes when 
seized by the migratory impulse. 
In Michoacan, for example, one could 
profitably spend several months, and find 
it harder to tear himself away at the close 
of them than when he first arrived. The 
tourist should make his headquarters in 
Morelia, and set out upon his various ex­ 
cursions from that point, because it is the 
most thoroughly comfortable city in the 
State, immediately connected with the 
outer world by raif. and as easy to reach as 
Sacramento, Ñew York or Boston. 
THE GREAT MIKING DISTRICTS 
Lying to the east and north should 
be explored. There is 
Tlalpujaha, 
sixty miles by 
mule trail, where, 
hidden deep in 
lonely 
mountains, 
gold is found in fissure-vein, associated 
with galena, pyrites and antimonial ores. 
Thirty miles from Morelia is Ozumatlan, 
and about as far in another direction is 
Sinda, both in sections where the country 
rock is slate and the gold occurs in 
tracbyle. In the autumn of 1880 a com­ 
pany was formed in New York to develop 
these mining regions. It was known as 
the Michoacan Syndicate, and its engineers 
(sent out from New York) published glow 
ingly favorable reports. Labor is abun­ 
dant here, at prices ranging from two to 
four reals (shillings) per diem. These 
mines are now largely owned by More- 
lians, who have not sufficient capital to 
work them, and arc willing to sell at a fair 
valuation. It is believed that the comple­ 
tion of the railroad to this point will be of 
great benefit to these mining interests, and 
will assist in opening up Michoacan’s im­ 
mense undeveloped mineral wealth. A 
few mines have been worked from earliest 
times, but gold, silver, copper and iron are 
known to exist in other sections, which as 
yet have never been disturbed by the work­ 
man’s pick. 
THE OLD TOWN CALLED ZINTZUNTZAN, 
Only twenty miles from Morelia by the 
main highway, is one of the most interest­ 
ing places in Mexico, having once been the 
seat of royalty, where the court of the an­ 
cient Kings was held. In former days it 
liad a population of 50.000 or more, but 
to-dav it is a poor Indian village—its pal­ 
aces destroyed, its streets deserted and its 
few inhabitants extremely ignorant of the 
ways of the outer world, cliDging to the cus­ 
toms of their ancestors. Some extensive 
ruins in the outskirts of the town—consist­ 
ing chiefly of carved pillars and huge 
blocks of dressed stone—are pointed out as 
the remains of the residence of Michoa- 
ean's ancient monarch, Calzonzi. In all the 
fields hereabotils great blocks of basalt 
porphyry may be found, many of them 
employed in fences, with strange hiero­ 
glyphic figures carved upon them. We 
have passed many poor huts whose adobe 
walls had here and there a remarkable 
stone mosaiced in, whose queer carvings ot 
frogs, crocodiles or feathered serpents were 
traced by hands that have been dust for 
several centuries. In this portion of Mi- 
-choacan many mounds exist, which are 
said to coueeai ancient palaces. Doubtless 
in many of them valuable antiquities 
would be found if excavations were made. 
In modern Zintzuntzan a great deal of 
pottery is made, as quaint in shape and de­ 
vice as that of their forgotton ancestors. 
According to tradition, “provisions” (prob­ 
ably fish from the adjacent lake) were 
carried by regular running posts irom 
Zintzuntzan to Montezuma’s palace in the 
City of Mexico—a distance of about 300 
miles—with such dispatch that they were 
placed, still smoking, upon the Kmperor's 
table! 
SPRINGS OF CHINCHO. 
From this place we made a day’s excur­ 
sion to the springs of Cuincbo, several 
miles distant. Located in the mi<Lst of the 
wildest imaginable scenery are the baths, 
at the foot of rocky, chaparral-covered hills 
which pour down streams of hot water 
from tlieir volcanic bosoms. 
All the 
streams that cross your path are warm, 
and tor miles around the few inhabitants 
have no water to drink except that which 
has 
been 
cooled 
by 
putting 
it 
in earthen jars. 
It never becomes 
pleasant to the taste, containing much 
muriatic acid, but without any traces of 
sulphur or metallic salt. Some scientists 
have supposed that in this part of Mexico 
there exists, at a great depth in the interior 
of the earth, a fissure running from east to 
west, for four hundred miles or more, 
through which—bursting the internal crust 
of tbe porphyric rocks—volcanic lires have 
opened themselves a passage at different 
periods, from the coast of the Mexican 
Oulf all along to the South Sea. The 
famous volcano of Jorullo (which we shall 
soon visit), is in this department, and boil­ 
ing fountains are common in various parts 
of it. 
Before reaching the baths, the water has 
become cooled to a most agreeable temper­ 
ature. In the course of my life I have 
visited a great many warm and medicinal 
springs—in Virginia, Arkansas, Utah, Cali­ 
fornia, and all over Mexico uud Central 
America—but have never found any so de­ 
lightful as these. The place being now so 
easily reached from the United States, and 
combining all the charms of novelty, and 
the most healthy and delightful winter 
climate in the world, why does not some 
enterprising Yankee come down here and 
make it the resort of the future? At pres­ 
ent the baths are kept by a very infirm old 
man and his two remarkably handsome 
daughters, who live here entirely alone, ex­ 
cept when patronized at rare intervals by 
some dusty traveler or invalid from town. 
There are no accommodations here for any­ 
body, except water and hare walls. One 
must not only come provided with towels 
and luncheon, but if intending to stav for 
the benefit of the waters (which are par­ 
ticularly recommended for fevers, materia, 
rheumatism, etc.), must bring along his 
own mattress, blankets, and in short every 
necessity. Not being aware of this, 
OCR EXPERIENCES WERE AMUSING. 
The low, thick-walled casa, built cen­ 
turies ago, is divided into small compart­ 
ments. into which the water is admitted to 
a depth of several feet. The rooms are 
rather dark—no light coming in except 
through a small aperture in the roof—and 
destitute of any stmt of furniture, except a 
peg in the wall and a straw mat upon the 
small platform, from which a pile of mossv 
stones leads down to the pool. In this 
land of snakes and scorpions such slippery 
and litcben-covered rocks are not to be 
ventured upon with confidence, and one 
generally prefers “ a leap in the dark” 
without tliis aid. In the pool to which 1 
was directed a singular wild bird was 
calmly sailiug about, quite undisturbed by 
my appearance, it having been let in with 
the water. 
In case of dire necessity, cambric hand­ 
kerchiefs may serve for towels; but when 
it comes to making a dinner out of noth­ 
ing. even the “ mother of invention " is at 
a loss for expedients. When the pangs of 
hunger became unendurable, and not even 
an orange could be bought, liogged or stoleD, 
Betsy suggested shooting the wild bird in 
the bath-house and cooking It gipsy fash­ 
ion, outside; but the proposition was re­ 
jected as requiring too much time, for the 
homeward journey was a long one, and we 
must get ourselves safely into Morelia be­ 
fore nightfall. Finally, one of the hand­ 
some daughters of the bath keeper pitving 
our famished condition, came and asked if 
we would like to eat a “ burro ?” Burro be­ 
ing the Mexican work for donkey, we were 
rather shocked at the proposition, and were 
on the point of telling her that we should 


infinitely prefer waiting till we reached 
town, when the sister naiad of the spring 
added to our perplexity by remarking. 
“ Some people call them ¡recadaras ” (teníale 
sinners)! Worse and worse. 
WERE WE EXPECTED TO TURN CANNIBALS 
In this lonely place? But at this point 
one Mexican mozos hastened to assure us 
that in this region “burros,” or "laca­ 
doras." were hot tortillas with goat's-milk 
cheese rolled up in them. We found them 
particularly palatable, for lack of anything 
better, and before we had finished them 
the elder naiad, whom 
we called 
Undine, brought us a pot of something 
stewed, steaming hot, delightfully odorous 
of onions and strong enough of chile to 
scarify a throat not already well seasoned 
to the national condiment. With trium­ 
phant benevolence beaming from every 
feature, she placed it before us on the 
ground, and accepted our thanks and 
reals. 
But there was nothing to eat it 
with, and our earnest request for knives or 
spoons was met by a surprised “no hay”— 
there are none. However, ours was no 
Tantalus experience, for we have iived too 
long in this funny country not to be ahie 
to dispense with such superfluities of an 
effete civilization. Thousands of people in 
the rural districts of Mexico never saw a 
table-knife, fork or spoon, and would be 
quite at a loss how to use them. In lieu of 
the latter a tortilla is rolled up and used as 
a scoop for semi-liquid food, spoon and ail 
being eaten at once—a convenient and 
time-saving custom, when one gets used to 
it; and where cutting or spearing is re­ 
quired in dishes too hot or too tough for 
the fingers, why what belter implement 
need one desire than his own omnipresent 
dagger? In these straits I have seen many 
a dark-eyed señorita, when wrestling with 
a refractory piece of meat, 
ORAD THE STILETTO OUT OF HF.E HAIR, 
Or the bosom of her gown, wipe it after­ 
wards on her reboso and replace it in its 
original hiding-place. And so we pic­ 
nicked joyfully at Cuineho, seated on the 
ground under a cactus bush in the shadow 
of the volcanic hills, with the pot of 
“ stew” between us, concerning whose in­ 
gredients “ 'twere folly to be wise.” A 
big leaf served each for a napkin, and 
when the tortilla-spoons were exhausted 
luckily Betsy had her penknife and I a 
long silver hair-pin, which answered all 
purposes; and afterwards the tuozos liter­ 
ally “ licked the platter clean." 
Feeling tolerably familiar with the en­ 
virons of Morelia, we concluded to abandon 
the dusty highway, and be the discoverers 
of a new pathway homeward, a la Colum­ 
bus. As usual one “ short cut ” proved to 
be a long round, hut it had the charm of 
novelty and was flowery and well shaded. 
Michoacan is one of tlie most lovely and 
fertile territories on the continent. Lying 
on tlie western slope of the great cordillera 
of Anahuac, hills, woods and beautiful 
valleys diversify its surface, watered by 
numerous streams—tbe whole bathed in 
the most glorious sunshine and amid a 
climate the most delightful that ever 
blessed a wicked world. We met with 
nothing more remarkable on the journey 
that several 
STUDIES OF MEXICAN HUMAN NATURE. 
At one point we passed an Indian woman 
seated on the ground, her Indian husband 
standing beside her. They had probably 
been to some village fete, and both had im­ 
bibed too much pulque. The Indian stood 
like a statue, silent and sail, with folded 
arms, gazing upon his wife with the most 
patient and pitying face. She. quite over­ 
come with the strength of the potation, 
was unable to go any further, and, looking 
up at her lord and master with the most 
imploring air, continued to repeat, “ Má­ 
tame, Miguel, niatame!”—("Kill me, 
Miguel, kill m e!" ¡—apparently considering 
herself unfit to live. 
Presently we met another half-caste In­ 
dian, hurrying along at great speed, who 
stopped us to inquire if we had met a man 
with a young and handsome woman. He 
explained, in great distress, that his wife 
had run away from him. for tlie fourth 
time, with “another gentleman.” He vowed 
that, though lie had taken her back three 
times, he never would receive her again, 
never—that lie only wished to overtake 
her and give her the chastisement she de­ 
served. He appeared to entertain no ill- 
will toward his more fortunate rival, evi­ 
dently thinking that the management of 
so false and fickle a fair one would he pun 
isbmeut enough for his misdeeds, it is an 
unfortunate fact for the virtue of the lower 
classes in Mexico that the wife is seldom 
so well treated as the woman who joins 
her fortunes with a man to whom she is 
not married. The reason is obvious, for. 
while the former is to all intents a slave, 
and has no recourse and no protection fas 
the law will always return her to her hus­ 
band if she runs away and he demands 
her), the latter can leave whenever she 
pleases if not well treated. All the Indians 
consider it their particular privilege to beat 
their wives. The other day I heard an In­ 
dian woman complaining to the priest of 
her husband’s neglect, mentioning as the 
crowning proof ol his utter abandonment 
that he had not given her a beating for a 
whole month 1

NEW YORK FASHIONS. 


E tcher» and Etching. 
It is not unusual among the uninitiated 
to hear the term etching applied to pretty 
little vignettes drawn with the pencil or 
pen. This is incorrect. Etching is not an 
effect, but a process. To produce an etch­ 
ing the artist takes a plate, usually of cop­ 
per. and coats it with a preparation oí wax 
and oilier ingredients. Upon this ground 
he draws his subject with a sharp-pointed 
instrument in such a manner that each 
scratch will expose the copper, and in 
exactly the same manner as if he were 
making a pen-drawing. He then immerses 
the plate in dilute nitric acid, to tlie end 
that the uncovered portion or scratched 
lines may he bitten or eaten into by the 
acid. 
This is a rude description of the 
process ; but there are many modifications 
and peculiar methods used by individual 
artists. The vuost important of these is 
what is known as dry point, the effect of 
which is to give a velvety richness, when 
printed, to certain ]>ortions of the work. 
The printing of an etching is an oper­ 
ation requiring much artistic skill, as the 
plates depend largely for their effect upon 
the manner in which they are inked. It 
is for this reason that many etchers print 
their own plates. 
The print3 are made on drawing paper 
and vellum paper, but proofs arc usually 
drawn on paper imported from Japan, 
1 made principally from the cocoons of the 
silk-worm. 
i Etchings, unlike steel engravings, cannot 
- be printed in very great numbers, and have 
a commercial value of from ten to one hun­ 
dred dollars, and even more. 
I While we must admit that we have no 
names to put into competition with the two 
or three great reproductive etchers of Eu­ 
' rope (that is, those who reproduce well- 
known paintings by means of etching), 
! perhaps in no country in the world has 
; more original, free, creative etching been 
. produced than in the United States. Among 
! the number of men who have done good 
' work in tLis direction is J. A. S. Monks, 
* the etcher of several well-known plates, 
; such as “ In an Old Pasture,” “ The Hill- 
\ side,” “ The Mountain top," etc.; the pre- 
! mium plate for the “ Magazine of Art,” 
aud plates in the published collections 
: named respectively " American Etchers ” 
and “ Recent American Etchings.”—[Ex­ 
change.

THE LATEST DETERMINATIONS IN 
REGARD TO APPAREL. 


The Spring M aterials — Styles of 
M aking—The Colors—Out­ 
door Garm ents—Etc. 


[Correspondence ot the R ecord-U nion.] 
N ew Y ork, April 12, 1880. 
An old-time cutting up is exchanged for 
a modern mixture. Some years ago ma­ 
terial was carved sedulously into small 
pieces, that they might again he sewed to­ 
gether. This form of industry has disap­ 
peared, but in place of it, in many new 
fabrics, cotton, wool and silk are so inter­ 
woven that one knows not which is which 
nor what is what. Tlie three are combined 
in all manner of ways—in parallel stripes, 
in figures of one upon another, etc.—while 
intruding everywhere comes canvas, now 
in small peepings, now forming tlie body 
of the fabric, and in all intermediate gra­ 
dations—not as hitherto, confined to cotton, 
but also iu silk and wool. New wool eta- 
liiines (canvas) show polka dots, others 
have Chinese figures, and very peculiar and 
stiff’ canvas wools are of dark color, be­ 
strewn at regular intervals by outstanding 
white hairs. Equally novel, though not so 
striking, are porcupine mohairs, striped, as 
also a mixture where one stripe of lame 
diagonal in wool alternates with soft faille 
silk, or where frise silk contrasts with a 
similar wool stripe. Pretty wool canvas 
cloth is painted in delicate vine designs, 
cunningly portrayed twigs or flowers, and 
cotton crapes are stamped in Japanese ideas 
such as* tans, trellis work, branches, sum­ 
mer-houses, etc. The stylish summer silks 
woven in 
MONGOLIAN FASHION 
Have been mentioned as predominant, and 
on the same order, but too striking to he 
adopted except cautiously, are China silks, 
where very large open wheels or huge cir­ 
cles are set interlacing or overlapping, one 
color showing up through the other with 
singular effect, the more so as the combin­ 
ings contrast such hues as olive, brown and 
red ; brown, yellow and black ; green, yel­ 
low and red, etc.; the general result being 
decidedly tigerish. Through all mutations, 
however, fine, soft cashmere, holds position 
and is in large demand. Camel’s hair like­ 
wise, but this latter is sometimes rendered 
novel by very thick, soft wool threads set 
in very long stitches and quite apart from 
each other, hut forming embroidered pat­ 
terns ; or again there are camel's hair goods 
woven in patterns or borders that display 
Indian blanket effects, while a ; another 
variety come those showing resemblance 
of Indian embroideries, and also rude, 
irregular forms, such as might characterize 
semi-civilization, but are pleasing because 
they give a change from our usual refined 
finish. I.ace can he reckoned among sum­ 
mer materials, so extensively will it appear 
as the greater part of dressy costumes, the 
more so as colored silk often shows under­ 
neath, both giving support and serving to 
BRING OUT ATTRACTIVE SWINISH 
And other patterns. Crape, both white and 
colored, will be in high favor, and for light 
mourning there is especial style in a white 
crape costume with buneli of violets. 
Dress goods colors are always important, 
not only in themselves but as giving the 
key note in all other departments. Thus 
while light colors are more fashionable in 
millinery than they have been for a long 
while, yet the hat or bonnet will constantly 
match the dress ; hosiery, etc.. the samé. 
“On the list" as stylish come blue, green, 
bronze, brown, slate, drab, tan, plum, wine 
and garnet. There are from three shades 
upwards in all bat plum, while less freely 
used, because more conspicuous, yet also 
in different shades, are yellow, red, orange, 
gold, jiink. with a modicum of magenta 
and lilac. Thus we have variety enough, 
and among dressmakers Clark's “ Mile 
End” cotton is in special demand, because 
dyed carefully to suit every new shade. 
OUTDOOR GARMENTS 
Speak different languages to suit different 
wearers. Expressive jauntiness, as in case 
of the tan or red cloth, figured and colored 
velvet, braided or rougti cloth jackets; 
greater dignity where the immensely popu­ 
lar short w raps appear, devised in brocade, 
in suit goods or for summer, in grenadine 
or lace with colored silk lining. Long 
redingotes give that seriousness of aspect 
which befits the shopper or the traveler, 
especially if displaying stripes or checks. 
Elderly ladies are usually enveloped in 
long cloaks and these are capable of much 
variation from sober cloth to handsome 
lace ones, lined with colored silk ; the last 
being too at'ractive not to find favor in the 
eyes of the younger people, gradations be­ 
ing brought about by degrees as to bright­ 
ness of hue. Scarf mantillas are talked of, 
and among the prettiest spring wraps, 
suited chiefly to the young, are mantillas 
with long ends crossed in front and 
fastened over the tournure, with a stout 
hook-and-eye. 
Lace trimming, mostly 
guipure, is liked for these graceful gar­ 
ments, akin to which are wraps reaching 
but little below the waist at the back, but 
with long 
ends 
hanging straight— 
the latter quite suitable for middle-aged 
and elderly people. 
Circular wraps, for 
carriage wear at watering-places, are of 
lace, lined with colored silk. Nearly all 
wraps have bright linings. 
SLASHING VERSUS CUTTING. 
Material is.notcut into bits which are sewn 
together again, hut the dressmaker delights 
to slash that she may lace up. This lacing 
tipis quite a feature; not a few costumes 
are laced down tlie front to the exclu­ 
sion of buttons; tlie two are sometimes 
united; sleeves are slashed that they may 
be laced, and skirts are slashed and laced 
ad libitum. Mightily convenient some­ 
times, especially for the doing over of sec­ 
ond-hand material, since two or more 
pieces can thus be made one and in orna­ 
mental fashion as well, while upon new 
goode these lacings are often so pretty as to 
atone for recklessness of cut. Another 
very convenient and pretty fashion is that 
of waists different from skirts. A dark 
waist gives a look of slenderness, which 
will allow a plump person to wear a light 
skirt, and per contra, a thin waist is no 
little relief with a dark serviceable skirt. I 
scarce need say that jerseys are a valued 
and variously ornamental institution, and 
jersey cloth is now used along with non 
elastic goods, new style waists having jer­ 
sey cloth sleeves with bodice portion of 
something quite different, but, of course, 
matching in color. 
APRIL NOTES. 
Very jaunty silk dresses of dark colorare 
made with rtsl jersey cloth yokes. Hooks 
and eyes are coming up again as waist fast­ 
eners. hut at present are niostlv used with 
plaited fronts and so arranged as to be 
overlapped by folds. An effort is being 
made to introduce the high »uck comb with 
Spanish mantilla and fan. Jet beads as 
large as crab-apples are seen, and among 
other new jet devices are acorns, fir cones, 
heads of barley, rye, etc., sometimes mixed 
in chenille trimmings; novel l>eads are 
also of smoked pearl. Round hats have a 
long black lace scarf at tbe back which is 
brought round and passed under the 
throat; and beaded bonnets with open 
work wire frame are worn without linings. 
Cash's Coventry frillings retain a standard 
popularity, because really prettv and war­ 
ranted to outwear the garment which they 
trim. The Victoria frillings are used for 
pillow shams; the Britannia and Broadway 
for underclothing, being obtained of all re­ 
spectable dry goods and notion houses 
everywhere. Small colored or white dotted 
lace Vails are an important feature in out­ 
door wear. Taking the place of invisible 
nets to keep down the frizzes even in the 
evening, but often a little longer in the day 
they match the dress and bonnet with styl- 
isb'efiect. White, with black dots, is very 
popuiar and becoming. White illusion is 
likewise much worn.

Castiko a T w elve-Inc h Gun.—The fourth 
attempt to cast the last of the large rifles for 
the Government was successfully made at 
the South Boston Iron Works on the 5th of 
April, under the supervision of Lieutenant 
Borup, of the army, and Lieutenant Com­ 
mander Lyon, of the navy. Several other 
men prominent in military life witnessed 
tlie casting, Three large furnaces were 
used iii the melting, each containing about 
thirty-five tons of ore. The tires were 
started at about !> o'clock on Sunday night, 
and at 12:30 yesterday afternoon the iron 
was in condition to run, when tbe signal to 
pour was given. The gun pit had been 
most carefully prepared, and tlie core which 
hung down into the middle of it was one of 
the stoutest and best ever made, At the 
end of twenty-two minutes the metal had 
filled the pit, the holes of the furnaces were 
plugged up, the gutters that conveyed the 
metal from the furnaces to the gun cradle 
were soon emptied, and the first shape of 
the last of the of the 54-ton rifles was com­ 
pleted. In about four weeks the core will 
betaken out and the gun will be removed 
from the pit. All four of these 12-inch 
guns, when the present one is completed, 
will measure 30feet in length and weigh 54 
tons. The powder charge will be 265 
pounds; weight of projectile,800 pounds ; 
muzzle velocity, 1.800 feet per second; 
mUgzle energy. 19,000 tons; pressure per 
square inch of bore, 15 tons, and penetra­ 
tion of the iron plate, 23 inches.—[Phila­ 
delphia Record.

This is doue by taking and holding a long 
breath and then forcing more air down the 
trachea by swallows of air.

To thoti who have never learned 
it it will be surprising to what an extent 
the lungs may be packed. Caution at first 
is needlul, but later practice will warrant 
large use of the treatment. 
The whole 
thoratic and abdominal cavities will receive 
immediate benefit, and continuance, with 
temperance in eating, good air and right 
exercise, will bring welcome improvement.

Deputy County Clerks and Justices 
of the Peace were allowed to take it.

following order from Commissioner Sparks, 
received at the Land Office to-day, inaug­ 
urates a much needed reform :

gars to the authorities, instead of providing 
them with food, the tramp nuisance would—m 
the opinion of tbeKECORD-CsioN—beeficctually 
broken up. It has often been remarked, half in 
joke, that “poverty is a crime ;” but this i- the 
hist time that a respectable paper has proposed, 
in earnest, not only to consider poverty crim­ 
inal, but to punish the poor who search for 
work. Such would iu fact be the effect of a law 
aimed at tramps, the main sufferers from such a 
system being those who, from misfortune i»e- 
come reduced to a state of destitution. 
Would 
It not be better to do something towards remov­ 
ing the cause of the tramp nuisance ? 
To this the Red Bluff Sentinel replies 
that 9n per cent, of tramps are guzzlers of 
strong drink, and intimates that they will 
work only long enough to give them means 
to get liquor, and, in lieu of work, will beg 
or steal for the same purpose. The Stock­ 
ton Mail, referring to the same subject, 
savs : 
There is already a law aimed at tramps. If a 
trump who is on the verge of starvation asks for 
a piece of bread, he m aybe arrested and con­ 
signed to the ehain-gang. That has been done 
in this town, and doubtless it lias abo been done 
in Los Angeles. What is this but offering a pre­ 
mium on theft? For if a man steal the where­ 
with to keep him from famishing, his crime 
may not bo discovered: but ir lie beg and is con­ 
signed to the ehain-gang he is ruined. 
Our contemporary, the Express, quite 
evidently did not take pains to understand 
us. The article in question, If read with 
ordinary care, would not permit of any 
misconception. The “ bed of straw’’ ref­ 
erence, by the way, is a pure invention on 
the part of the hxprcs*. The statements 
we made were not original, only the appli­ 
cation was ours, for the principles enunci­ 
ated are as old as time, and as undeniable 
as the laws of nature. We merely stated 
axioms that are established in human ex­ 
perience. Let us restate them, and then 
let our contemporary point out the moral 
error, or the want of human sympathy in 
them : 
first—Aiding the needy to help them­ 
selves is the best form of charity. A labor 
test is therefore a wise one—a necessity. 
It is better than the chain-gang. 
Second—To furnish work to the mendi­ 
cant—to make artifical work for him—at 
the lull wage ol the resident laborer, is to 
do injustice to the latter, and encourage 
the paupers of the outside world to flock 
into the State. 
Third—Assistance given without de­ 
mand for return of compensation in labor, 
where there is ability to perform it, is not 
true charity, and encourages idleness and 
thriftlessness. 
Fourth—The employment given to the 
beggar should be (It disagreeable; (2) it 
should be at such a low rate that there will 
be, for these two reasons, no encourage­ 
ment to remain in it. 
These are, we say, long established prin­ 
ciples, that have stood the test of all hu­ 
man experience, and are laid down as be­ 
yond controversy by every reputable writer 
and historian who has treated the subject 
of charitable assistance since the time 
when such questions were first debated. 
If in any of these propositions our contem­ 
poraries think they can pick a flaw or 
Jioint an error in moral or political philos­ 
ophy, we challenge them to the task. 
It is simply a question, whether it is 
better to feed the tramp at our doorsteps, 
support him in idleness (at the expense of 
taxpayers) in jail and in poor-house, clothe 
him from our closets, and encourage him 
to continue in shiftless ways and to fill 
chain-gangs, or to furnish him opportunity 
to earn his bread and shelter, and thus 
test his quality, and give him the oppor­ 
tunity to prove himself worthy of remuner­ 
ative employment by those who have no 
confidence in him so long as he is a tramp. 
The system would have a tendency to wean 
the tramp from the shiftless habit, to teach 
him that he can earn a living, and that 
idleness is his worst enemy. 
The idea thrown out by the Express that 
the plan we set forth is a sneer at 
poverty, is not only ungenerous — it 
is absurd. We apprehend that the 
majority of newspaper men have in their 
time known what hard work, privation and 


want is. If they are true to their calling 
they are still among the most industrious 
and the hardest of workers. 
The poverty that seeks labor commands 
the sympathy of all men; the poverty 
that is a sponge ujion industry, that is 
destitute of the elements of self-helpful­ 
ness, and which lays the thieving claim 
that society owes it a free living, is 
despicable and should excite the con­ 
tempt and loathing of all decent men. 
We reaffirm our proposition, that it 
would lie wise economy for every county in 
the State to provide a reserve fund to be 
used only when there is pressure by tramp­ 
ing vagrants, to furnish such fellows with 
labor on the public highways, at such a 
rate as will insure food and shelter and no 
more, and that such labor must be of a 
character not inviting. 
By this means 
much greatly needed work upon the public 
roads can be done cheaply, which would 
not otherwise be done at all; it will not, 
therefore, couqtete with the labor of de­ 
serving poor industrians, while it will free 
householders and citizens from the impor­ 
tunities of able-bodied tramps, since they 
would invariably lie referred to the quarter 
where food and shelter could be secured 
for labor. It would rid the counties and 
the State of the tramp, “ pure andsimple.’ 
It would enable the charitable to discrimi­ 
nate between those deserving aid directly, 
and those to whom it should be given only 
by indirection—through the medium indi­ 
cated. For the life of us, wherein there is 
in this proposition any offense we cannot 
discover. To give the able-bodied tramp­ 
ing mendicant—and we referred to no 
other—agreeable and well-paid employ­ 
ment, is only to make matters worse for 
the deserving poor. They will remain as 
before, and others less worthy of aid, at­ 
tracted by the offer of well-rewarded labor, 
will come in and deprive the resident poor 
of it. It is a positive wrong to encourage 
the drunken, thieving vagrant with full 
paid labor. Under-paid labor for such, 
and disagreeable work, will lessen the dis­ 
position to be idle, to beg and to live upon 
charity. 
WHAT GREECE WILL FIGHT FOR. 
The old north boundary of Greece be­ 
gan on the gulf of Arta, and naming half 
across the peninsula eastward a quarter of 
a degree north of the thirty-ninth parallel 
of latitude, descended to that line and fol­ 
lowed it practically to the gulf of Yolo, 
opening out of the vEgean Sea. The ex­ 
treme northern liouttdarv within which 
Greek is spoken extends from the head of 
the jEgean, near Saloniki, westward in a 
general but tortuous course to a point a 
short distance above the junction of the 
west boundary and the fortieth parallel of 
latitude. In 1S78 Greece claimed anorth- 
ern boundary beginning on the .Egean Sea 
just above Mavronero, and running thence 
southwesterly in a slightly irregular line 
to Kratzova, and thence westerly to Quar- 
antru, on the Corfuan channel. The Berlin 
Conference agreed iqton a northern bound­ 
ary to begin on the west border of the 
-Egcan at Letokliori, less than ten miles 
above the shore junction with the fortieth 
parallel. 
It ran thence due west to and 
over Mount Olympus, diverged to the 
north slightly, and then, pursuing a west­ 
erly and southwesterly course past Kratz­ 
ova and Metsoro and along the Kalantas 
river to its mouth in the channel of Corfu. 
The present boundary of Greece, and over 
which the present trouble arises, begins on 
the .Egean at the fortieth parallel, runs 
almost due west to the Salamvria, turns to 
the south, and by nearly a direct line 
reaches the Gulf of Arta at the point 
where the old boundary, first detailed, he- 
gan. Those curious to note the very small 
amount of territory involved between 
these lines, can locate them from these 
descriptions with tolerable accuracy upon 
an ordinary atlas. The Berlin Conference 
agreed most solemnly that < ireeee was en­ 
titled to the boundary beginning somewhat 
north of Letokliori, and recommended to 
Turkey and Greece to locate that frontier. 
The two States could not agree, and asked 
for a new conference, and it was held in 
1S80, when the Powers fixed the boundary 
begining at Letokliori and ending at Kala- 
mas. 
Greece accepted the award, but 
Turkey declined, by her silence. The 
conference reassembled and advised a more 
southerly* frontier, and though it sheared 
Greece of valuable territory, she accepted, 
reserving, however, her rights. Thus the 
matter has rested for four years, Turkey 
stubbornly refusing to accede. Now Greece 
demands the territory within the frontier 
line first agreed upon by the conference, 
that is, the line begining on the .Egean 
shore at Letokliori ami ending at the 
mouth of the Kalatnas. it is, as any will 
see who take the trouble to even roughlv 
trace the lines, a small territorial area that 
is involved, but stragelically it is of very 
great importance to Greece, while by every 
natural right the region belongs to her, 
and commouest justice fortifies her demand 
for it. 
This is the case, as the Greek 
Premier, M. Delvannis, puts it, and he ap­ 
peals to the sense ofjustice throughout the 
world to judge his country. The appeal is 
a strong one. Conscience, common right 
and the most ordinary spirit of fairness 
enlist sympathy for (ireeee. .She has a 
better navy by far than Turkey, but her 
land forces are not more than one-third as 
numerous as those Turkey now has upon 
the frontier. If the Powers would keep 
“ hands off'.” the topography of the country 
being to her advantage and the water serv­ 
ice greatly favorable to her, Greece could, 
in all probabilities, make it of interest to 
the Porte to come to an agreement. The 
Macedonians and the Greeks of the sea 
isles would certainly rise if war were de­ 
clared, and this would, of course, be highly 
advantageous to Greece, but even armed 
with the right, it is not probable that the 
Hellenic State could contend on land for any 
great length of time against the numbers 
Turkey could eventually throw into the 
defiles of the frontier. The hope of Greece, 
therefore, is in her ability for aggressive 
acts upon water, and in the interest of the 
Powers to intervene and prevent the im­ 
perilling of the peace of the East. Eng­ 
land, Germany and Austria say to her: 
“ A ou must suffer wrong rather than 
assume an attitude that may set us all by 
the ears.” Russia is non-committal, but 
will seize any opportune advantage to get 
nearer to the seat of the Porte. France, 
on the other hand, is known to be ex­ 
tremely favorable to Greece, and to be 
giving her all the encouragement that can 
flow from sympathy and a refusal to take 
part in the late naval demonstration. As 


the Greek Premier stated the matter to 
the HeraUPt correspondent: 
France, by not joining in the naval demon­ 
stration. can now render greater services in 
favor of peace than if site had done so, because 
advice coming from a Power which does not 
threaten may be taken as friendly interest: 
coming from Powers which accompany their 
advice with naval demonstrations, it can hardly 
be considered as inspired by anything else than 
the interests of those Powers, whatever thev 
mav choose to say about the friendly intentions 
under which they wish it to be believed they 
are acting. 
_ 
The very simplest statement of the case 
fortifies the position of Greece. She only 
asks that which the Powers have twice 
agreed is her own, but which they fear to 
wrest from the Porte. It is only the claim 
for recovery, by a country justly entitled, 
of territory once hers, whose people are 
Grecian in language mainly and sympathy 
wholly, and who hate the Turk as he de­ 
serves to be despised by Grecians, and as 
ardently hope for Greek success as any 
Grecian patriot could desire. 


A PRESENT DUTY. 
We have before drawn the attention of 
Californians to the duty ineuml>ent upon 
them to support home-manufacturing inter­ 
ests. It can be done in hut one way—the 
creating of a demand for California-made 
goods, by asking the retail dealer for them 
in preference to the imported article. Un­ 
less there is a general demand of this 
character from this time forward a very 
large number of home-manufacturing en­ 
terprises will go to the wall within the 
next few months, possibly weeks. There 
must be home consumption of home pro­ 
ducts, or inevitably failure will he an­ 
nounced of important industrial ventures. 
This result will throw many men, women 
and children out of employment, and the 
effect will be to make times harder, to 
limit investment for some time in the 
future, and to make capital still more 
timid in aiding California ventures. The 
cut in freight rates has resulted in heavily 
stocking the State with Eastern goods and 
the placing of local manufactures at great 
disadvantage—against which, indeed, only 
the few can maintain themselves. Of 
course, every one must realize that the 
shutting down of manufactories, under 
such circumstances, would be a very seri­ 
ous blow to the State. In some degree it 
would affect All business. The consumer 
is always inclined to buy at the cheapest 
rate, and to resist that natural tendency 
requires some self-sacrifice now and then. 
But he can at least, before purchasing, ask 
for articles of California manufacture, 
and ascertain whether or 
not the 
home product differs so very materially in 
price from the imported. Jobbers uni­ 
formly reply to the solicitation of manu­ 
facturers, “ If the people will ask for and 
receive your goods, we will keep your sup­ 
plies.” Of course a far-seeing view and 
comprehensive consideration of the whole 
question will convince every one having 
the development of the State at heart that 
the real profit and dee|>est interest of con­ 
sumers resides in sustaining home indus­ 
tries, even when this demands some tem­ 
porary sacrifice on the part of the con­ 
sumer. There aie several lines of supply 
on which the life of manufacturing in Cal­ 
ifornia dei>ends in large degree, that are 
so nearly on a plane with the Eastern 
manufactured article as to price, that the 
mass of consumers should not hesitate for 
an instant to favor the product of the in­ 
dustry that .is of us and contributes to us. 
There are others in which the mere ca­ 
price of prejudice for the foreign product 
is the only thing that weighs against the 
home product. There is moral protection 
needed for home manufactures at this 
critical juncture, that rests upon a broader 
and deeper foundation than any protective 
theory known to political economy. It 
can be extended only by the consumer. Its 
demands are of such a character as to ad­ 
dress not only our self-interest, but the 
sentiment of local pride and the matter of 
self-prosperity. In purchasing food, cloth­ 
ing, implements of common use, and many 
of the mechanical and household supplies 
of daily use, we can, if we choose to do so, 
not only encourage home industries, hut at 
this particular time save a great number 
of them from embarrassment or ruin. In 
not all cases is there a call for sacrifice to 
this end, hut in not a few no greater de­ 
mand is made than the abandonment of 
“ notions” that the article produced abroad 
is therefore of greater merit. 
W illiam A rth u r, in his recent ad­ 
mirable monograph on the difference be­ 
tween physical and moral law, has a fresh 
and forcible way of reasoning that is worthy 
the examination of logical readers. For 
example: “ Every planet says not a whole, 
a part. The sun says not a whole, a part. 
So does every force, from gravitation 
down. * * * Parts imply beginnings, 
and parts call for a whole. But the hu­ 
man soul cannot stop at the lieginning of 
a sun or a nebula any more than at the 
be} 'inning of a telephone.” Further on 
he argues in like manner that the soul 
cannot stop at a part any more than at a 
beginning. And later still presents this 
odd method of illustration: “ No one sees 
the whole of the Houses of Parliament. 
If he sees the inside he does not see the 
outside. If he sees one chamber he does 
not see the other.” In the mind of the 
architect only was it ever seen as a whole, 
he declares, and so he concludes that when 
we seek for the whole existing order of 
things which have had a beginning, and 
which have every one of them its bounds, 
“ nowhere can be fofind a complete view of 
that whole but in the thoughts of Him 
whose wisdom built it all. 
There is a 
whole, and some one made it. The an­ 
swer, no one made it, will not pass. The 
answer, we do not know that any one 
made it, will not pass. 
The answer, a 
mindless force in some of the parts made 
the whole, will not pass. The answer, we 
do not know who made it, calls forth the 
immediate reply, we do know that it 
must have been One who knew how to 
make it. 
Here is a system of reasoning 
that the disciples of Positivism can study 
to advantage. 
»—— 
• 
T he anarchists and the communists are 
at “ outs” in New York, ami the truth 
concerning one of these vicious groups is 
being made known. The organ of the an­ 
archists, Liberty, charges the communists 
with all sorts of outrages. Hear i t : 
For nearly two years a large number of the 
German Group of the International Working 
Peoples’ Association in New York citv, and of 
the Social Revolutionary Club, have fieen per­ 
sistently engaged in getting money by insuring 
their property for amounts far in excess of the 
real value thereof, secretly removing everything 
that they could, setting fire to the prem ses, 
swearing to heavy losses, and exacting corre­ 
sponding sums from the insurance companies 
In the past three years thirty-four such fires 


were set by members of this gang, netting a 
profit of several thousand dollars. In one of 
the fires a woman and two children were burned 
to death. In another, a maiiT woman and baby 
lost their lives. The profits accruing from this 
“ propagaudism by deed ” were not even used 
for the benefit of the movement to which the 
criminals belong, but were spent in reckless, 
riotous living. 
We must assume that Liberty, despite its 
heat, knows whereof it reveals. If, now, 
Herr Most’s revolutionary sheet will speak 
and tell us all it knows of the infatnous 
doings of the anarchists, we shall feel that 
the two lots of grand rascals have not lived 


T h a t’s a pretty state of affairs, indeed, 
when the New York grocers are so terror­ 
ized that they fear to send customers’ par­ 
cels home if in them is a loaf of Mrs. Grav’s 
bread. “ Then you can’t sell me any more 
groceries,” replied one spunkv woman to a 
trembling grocer. And so the boycott, 
which is a two-edged sword, was turned 
upon the grocer, and he lost trade worth 
$1,0(*0 a year to him. To refuse to buy or 
sell Mrs. (iray’s bread was the right and 
privilege of the grocer; hut when he put 
obstacles in the way of his customers ex­ 
ercising a right and privilege equal to his 
own and springing out of the same guaran­ 
tee, he was not only inconsistent and ab­ 
surd, but insulting and deserved the re­ 
proof that was administered. And this is 
but one of scores of eases in New York re­ 
ported by the city press. 


Says the Oroville Register: “ The 
lowest old tobacco-stained and whisky­ 
laden drunk of the white race is purer 
than newly-bleached linen alongside of a 
genuine Chinese opium fiend. With the 
Chinese will go this enervating,degrading, 
soul, mind and liody-destroying habit of 
the Asiatic race.” Perhaps. For before 
the Chinese are cheeked in their introduc­ 
tion of this vice, we fear white men, for 
gain, will enter upon its promotion. The 
danger is, that this evil will so fasten upon 
the countrv that it cannot he shaken oil. 
The proposition to establish a national arbit­ 
ration commission by an Act of Congress seems 
to us a little scheme that might emanate from 
a primary school class.—[Oakland Times. 
W hich is about the way it strikes us. 
The truth is, in the present disturbed state 
of public opinion legislators present the 
measure without much faith in it. but that 
the people may try it, to satisfy them­ 
selves. 
A S an D iego county fruit-grower is 
making a citrus fair exhibit in Boston, 
and all the Boston papers dilate upon it as 
a wonder and a revelation. We are grati­ 
fied at its success. There is no jealousy in 
Central California over the exhibits of the 
far south of our State. The people of 
Central California clap hands for all the 
State and the prosperity of every section. 
It is but a few years since most Americans re­ 
garded cremation with horror. Now there 
is a growing feeling that our system of 
burial is more horrible, and n change is only a 
m a’ter of tune.—[Los Angeles Express. 
True. Legalized by special act in 
France, Italy, Germany, England, New 
York and Pennsylvania, it will soon have 
legal recognition and he popularly adopted 
in everv State in the Union. 
There are plenty of young men in California 
who might takeoff thci r coats and go to work 
who will not do so from the fact that they will 
not be satisfied with the small returns and slow 
steps toward riches and independence.—[Mo­ 
desto Herald.

JUDGE MAGUIttE AND BOYCOTT. 
Tlicy are (Pointedly Considered and Some 
Conclusions Drawn. 
[San Francisco Alta. April lfith.] 
One of the Superior Judges in ’his city 
has written toa member of the State Boy­ 
cotting Committee a carefully considered 
and deliberately penned letter, indorsing 
in his personal and judicial capacity the 
boycott, and illustrating it by definitions so 
solemnly put as to certify tlieir kinship of 
style with the formal deliveries of the ju­ 
dicial bench. 
In reviewing this impressive and thought­ 
ful letter, we desire to reaffirm our often 
expressed belief that there is not a white 
employer in California so lost to all regard 
for his country and his race as not to prefer 
a peaceful and willing change in our labor 
system. Not one, in our judgment, would 
stand for a moment against a reasonable 
appeal and in the face of competent and 
taithfal white labor asking employment. 
But the reasonable appeal has not been 
made. This proffer and proof of the pres­ 
ence of such white labor have not !>cen es­ 
tablished. 
In all human affairs there figures the 
word and blow. Here the blow has pre­ 
ceded in order of judgment, and the result 
is a growing antagonism, which we regard 
as entirely unnecessary to a proper and 
speedy settlement and ;i needed change in 
the labor system. We have never adver­ 
tised California to the world as a State 
whose people have tobe forced to do right, 
whose mercy and charity and love of their 
own kind are exploited only under the fear 
ot torch and club. 
e believe the great, 
tranquil masses here to be as susceptible to 
the pleadings of humanitv, as bountiful in 
their unspurred charity and as full of 
patriotism and public spirit as any people 
on earth. Therefore it is that we proposed 
with this people, in regard to the Chinese, 
the reasonable word first, that they might 
have the glory of demonstrating to the 
world that no blow need fail to force them 
into exhibiting the just and generous side 
of human nature. Then, again, we are not 
fond of any tyranny. We do not enjoy the 
forcing of any human being to obey' our 
will or think as we think or do as we do. 
We invade no man’s house to dictate how 
he shall order his household, because we 
wish to keep our own safe from invasion, 
and this right of ours can be maintained 
only by protecting it in others. 
Now this Superior Judge joins a large 
number of well-meaning people in indors­ 
ing the boycott. That is their privilege and 
liis. It is a novel weapon. It seems to ns 
as a resort that lies necessarily at the begin­ 
ning of a revolution, and one that should 
not be used without counting the cost. 
Men will willingly, on an appeal to their 
reason, do things that thev will refuse to do 
under a show of force, and if the force over­ 
power them there is left behind a ranklia” 
and a rooted hate that sleeplessly watches 
for a chance to make reprisals. 
So it must be remembered that on the 
other side of the boycott proposition there 
is an equally well-meaning body of citi­ 
zens, non-employers and non-patrons of 
Chinese, who do not propose that this 
method of settling grievances shall get a 
foothold in this republic. 
The Superior Judge who writes the letter 
in question justifies Dovcotting as a modern 
instance by many a wise saw derived from 
history, and he sums tip its final vindica­ 
tion in this sentence : “ The practice of en­ 
forcing conformity to the moral sentiments 
and material interests of communities by 
the social, political and commercial ostra­ 
cism of those who violate such sentiments 
or invade such interests is as old as civili­ 
zation, and Í3 indeed the vital principle of 
its growth.” 
’ 
That is the doctrine of massacre. It is 
the about face and march back to the days 
of persecution. Under that practice of “en­ 
forcing conformity to the moral senti­ 
ments,” held by the majority of a commu­ 
nity, the fires of persecution burned the 
bodies of martyrs, until the rights of the 
minority came to be intrenched in written 
constitutions. Pythagoras taught the ex­ 


istence of the soul nearly six centuries be­ 
fore Christ, and propagated the gentle- 
hearted belief in transmigration ot the 
spiritual essence which protected animals 
from slaughter and abuse, and so made his 
followers the non-eaters of meat. But this 
was opposed by the moral sentiments of 
Greece and southern Italy, and, applying 
this Judge’s doctrine to the Pythagoreans, 
they were cast in dungeons, where they 
starved rather than feed on flesh, and when 
some died and the others in the delirium of 
famine devoured their rotting carcasses, the 
moral sentiment of the community plumed 
itsef upon the conversion of the Pythago­ 
reans ! 
Herod, later on, heard a rumor 
that the King of Israel was to be born, and 
lie boycotted the babies of Judea, and their 
white and innocent bodies were given to 
the executioner. Later on. the Saviour of 
the world found himself in non-conformity 
to the moral sentiments of the community 
when He nreached peace on earth and good 
will toward men. and Pilate gave him up 
to the mob, which cried, “ Crucify Him ! 
And as the Man of Sorrows toiled along 
ilie via Rosa, toward Calvary, witli the 
blood streaming down His ineffable face 
from the crown ot thorns, there stood by 
the path Salathiel. a Superior Judge in 
Jerusalem, near whom the sufferer halted 
to res:, but the Judge, in conformity to the 
“ moral sentiments of the community,” 
said to Him, “ Move on.” Later still, the 
Apostles were crucified head downward, fed 
to wild beasts, transfixed with spears, dis­ 
emboweled ami chopped with axes, “ in 
conformity with the moral souse of the 
community." 
When the Middle Ages were iong past, 
and the pageantry of the Age of Chivalry- 
had gone by, and men began thinking for 
themselves, “ the moral sense of the com­ 
munity ” invoked Church and State to in­ 
dungeon them, to hitch horses to tlieir 
hands and feet and rend tlieir quivering 
bodies asunder, to stretch them on the rack 
until they parted at the strained joints. 
“ Social, political and commercial ostra­ 
cism ” sent Sir Archibald Campbell to the 
gallows in Edinburgh, because lie sought 
the freedom of his country. It reddened 
the ravine of Glencoe with the blood of the 
MacDonalds, and sent women and children 
naked into the icy mountains to freeze anti 
starve. It bound Scotch women to stakes 
low down the beach, where the tide rose to 
their lips and drowned their prayers, while 
Superior Judges strode up and" down the 
dry sands to see that " the moral senti-. 
menta of the community ” were enforced 
by murder. 
cine Titus Oates, the professional dis­ 
coverer of “ Popish plots." was an agent of 
the " moral sentiment of the community.” 
Getffle women and cultured men were sent 
to the block by his perjuries, sentenced by 
a Superior Judge named Jeffreys. Regard­ 
ing Ireland as a part of England, the 
“ moral sentiment” of Great Britain has 
put a boycott on schools and religion, on 
priest and teacher, and has applauded the 
ripping open of women and the parading 
oí the bodies of unborn children on the 
l>ike’s point. 
All of these things, we are assured by 
this Superior Judge in San Francisco, are 
” the vital principle of the growth of civili­ 
zation.” It is not true. Religious evolu­ 
tion has its impetus in the man who takes 
up the weapons of the spirit against the 
moral sense of the community in his 
time. Civil liberty has its first hearing 
in the world oil tongues that defied 
social, political and commercial ostra­ 
cism. too often to be silenced in the grave 
by the tyranny of the majority with the 
headsman as its agent. We tell the learned 
Judge that tlie day lias gone by, or this is 
not the country, for the propagation of the 
doctrine he sets up. Already'it is identi­ 
fied with outrage upon the common rights 
of man. In one town the water supply of 
a citizen is poisoned, in conformity to ’'the 
mora! sentiment and material interests of 
the community,” and his wife and babies 
drink it and die. In another the springs 
which supply a large number are rendered 
unlit for use by filling them with salt and 
tilth. Elsewhere a woman is left to perish 
in the exquisite agonies of maternity be­ 
cause her husband is boycotted and none 
of her own sex dare come to her relief, lest 
they might be left unaided in the same 
trial, and the doctors feared to answer the 
call to her bedside lest they be killed. 
These are the agencies of civilization, 
these the incidents of progress, these the 
ultimate results that are promised us by 
the learned Judge. 
Let us say, in conclusion, that the boycott 
cannot withstand many such judicial inter­ 
pretations. The people are considering it 
carefully, as they would a new fulminate. 
They wish to know whether the good in it 
is more than the harm. They are restless 
under the public instructions of Judges 
who put off the ermine to put on the armor 
of contention, and in the press prejudge 
cases that may reach them on the bench. 
When unforced public opinion makes its 
mind up on the boycott its efficiency will 
he justly judged. No more definitions, 
please.

How to B r u s h t h e T e e t h .— This is a 
matter of no small im| o:truce. Mo-t peo­ 
ple brush across the teeth from right to left. 
This manner of brushing will not remove 
the accumulations from between them, but 
tends rather to force the debris into the in­ 
terstices. The brush should be placed 
against the teeth at the gums, and rotated 
toward the masticating surfaces. It will 
thus act somewhat like a bundle of tooth 
picks. In order to make the work effectual, 
the brush should be applied, as described, 
both inside and outside of the teeth, and 
also upon the grinding surfaces of the 
double teeth. The mouth should then be 
thoroughly rinsed with tepid water.

R eferring P rincipally to C om pany D rills 
anil MetHorls of Instruction. 
On account of the inclemency of the 
weather, the company drills were not as 
largely attended as would be desired the 
past week, if we except Company B, which 
bad in the neighborhood of 40 men, but 
the election for Second Lieutenant may 
have been the cause of this somewhat, al­ 
though the members as a rule attend to 
business pretty well. 
It certainly is not 
too much to expect that between 30 and 4o 
men of each company should attend the 
weekly drills out of a "total membership of 
over 00. 
In a review of the drills during 
the past week, comparisons of methods of 
instruction, steadiness in the ranks, etc., it 
may be said that Company A goes through 
its work in better form and with much 
more spirit than any other, and, truth to 
say, is second to none in the attention paid, 
and steadiness while ¡11 the ranks. 
This 
latter qualification might not be expected 
in this company, as A’s boys have the 
name of being “lively," to put it m ildly; 
but it is a fact, nevertheless, and we think 
the chief reason for it is that Captain 
Stevens does not give them an opportunity 
to think of anything but tlie work in hand. 
He works liis men too hard, if his usual 
weekly drill is like his last, and it should 
be shortened. 
The Captain does not ex­ 
plain how movements should be executed 
us well or as often us he should. W hen an 
order is given that is no! executed nicely, it 
is time to cty a halt, explain fullv how it 
should be done while the men are resting, 
and try it again. 
Company G could make a splendid show­ 
ing on the drill iloor if some few of its 
members would quit talking while in the 
ranks, and desist from constantly moving 
the bead, hands or feet. Front" observa­ 
tion during the week, the men of this com­ 
pany are more unsteady in the ranks than 
any other. This applies only to a few of 
its members, but the entire company is 
marred by it. Captain H all’s method of 
instruction is the best we have seen. 
He 
explains fully, pays attention to the little 
details, and if he can claim the undivided 
attention of his men and a fuller attend­ 
ance at drills, he will have a thoroughly 
good company before long. 
Company B needs drilling. There are a 
good lot o; boys in the corps. It has excel­ 
lent officers, and more of them than an v 
other company, but it goes through the 
drill in a careless manner, and some’ of its 
members are very unattentive. The ex­ 
planations of Captain Cook are not as full 
and complete as one would desire, and one 
thinks he will find it to bis own and bis 
company's advantage if lie will lay out his 
work each evening. Take certain move­ 
ments and explain each fully, and keep at 
it until it is thoroughly understood. The 
Captain lias an excellent understanding oi 
battalion evolutions, and all that is re­ 
quired is to get his men to understand their 
company drill, and insist on their givin” 
entire attention to their duties while ii7 
the ranks. 
B's and G’s officers should look 
after this particularly. Company E’s at­ 
tendance was not up to the standard, but 
this was chiefly 011 account of the bad wca 
ther. No fault can be found with the at­ 
tendance at drills as a rule. The men of 
this company deem it a point of honor to 
attend to their duties as National Guards­ 
men, 
and 
no class of 
men can pay 
better 
attention 
wbiie 
drilling, 
nor 
profit 
quicker 
by 
the 
instruction 
given. 
The 
private 
soldiers 
carry 
the tactics in their pockets, and we ¡10- 
ticed one of them pulling it on the Colonel 
the other evening, while a discussion was 
being carried 011 as to the position of a 
guide in a certain movement. Captain 
Wcinstock has improved greatly in bis 
method of giving commands, being prompt 
and sharp, and if he will add distinctness, 
so that men can hear and understand well, 
there will not be so many breaks made, 
j he Captain does not explain matters as 
fully as be might. 
There seems to be a desire among a>l the 
company commanders to go through as 
many movements as possible during the 
evening, and either not discovering, or 
winking at little inaccuracies in drill. This 
should be stopped. W hat you do should 
be done well. Don’t attempt too much, 
and above all, do not work your men too 
hard. Endeavor to s'art in with your drill 
promptly at 8 o'clock, and an hour each 
evening will be enough. Notify your men 
that you will have such and such move­ 
ments executed, that you wish to get them 
perfectly, and insist 011 the men giving 
their entire attention. 
If you fintl o n e who 
will not keep steady, drop him out. 
H e is 
01 no use to you, and gives the company a 
reputation it should not deserve. 
Corporal Charles B. Strong was elected 
Second Lieutenant of Company B Wednes­ 
day evening, vice Lieutenant Best,resigned, 
lie seems to lie a favorite with the com­ 
pany.

Dame Cathedral is otie of the grandest 
church edifices of the world. 
No language 
can describe the beauty of its interior, and 
its history is a part of that of Paris itself. 
Its orean, the grandest in the world, has a 
hight of 45 and a depth of 34 feet. 
From 
the proud towers of that gigantic building 
an excellent view of the capital city of 
France is obtained. The Hotel de Invalids 
contains, or did in July last, but one of 
Napoleon's veterans ; tbe rest have fallen 
before the great conqueror— 
Their bones are dust. 
Their swords are rust, 
Their souls with God, we trust. 
The lecturer visited the Grand Opera, and 
described tbe theater that cost 30,000,000 
francs. Its auditorium is constructed en­ 
tirely of Ftone and iron, and the entire in­ 
terior is one of glittering splendor. 
The 
delightful atmosphere and the bright Paris­ 
ian skies m ake out-door life most pleasant. 
Having seen so much of art. sculpture and 
architecture, and wishing to see some of 
the sublime handiwork of God, he left the 
gay French capita! tor Switzerland. The 
distance was covered by rail, over majestic 
mountains, 
along 
fertile 
vallevs 
and 
through long tunnels, whose cons'truction 
is the greatest achievement of engineering 
“kill, liis first stopping place was Lucerne, 
whose location is one of great beauty. The 
bridges of this historic city, constructed 
wood 
and 
rope, 
contain 
pictures. 
legendry 
and 
historical, 
and 
are 
world-femous. 
Tbe 
lion 
of Lucerne, hewed from the solid rock, co­ 
lossal in dimensions, is a most magnificent 
piece of sculpture. Mount Blanc, as it ap­ 
peared in the distance, looked like a great 
white dome of silver piled up against the 
deep blue sky. The Swiss are simple, free, 
honest and gentle. In the fields the women 
and children outnum ber the men. The 
country is p or, and the people have 
not a cheerful appearance. Great pov­ 
erty, 
no 
more 
than 
great 
wealth, 
is not conducive to happiness. 
How­ 
ever, .whether the people of that little 
Republic are happy or not, here ever lived 
a free self-governing people, with a famous 
and memorable history. 
From Switzer­ 
land to Italy by rail, and the lecturer next 
describes the city of Venice, which stands 
upon a cluster of islands. Tbe principal 
thoroughfare is a grand canal, with a 
double curve, and 150 smaller canals make 
the streets. The canals are crossed by up­ 
wards of 300 bridges. The streets are nar­ 
row, not exceeding fifteen feet in width, 
anu sidewalks a thing unknown. 
For 
nearly all purposes the canals are used in­ 
stead of the streets, tbe canal taking the 
place of tbe road and the gondola the place 
of the carriage. Venice stands alone : there 
is nothing like Venice in all the world. 
No sound is heard save the dipping of 
the oar. the ripple of the water, the sweet 
strain? of the guitar or the merry song of 
the- gondolier: 110 rum bling wheels; no 
clattering of horses’ hoofs. The church of 
St. Marks, with its roof of gold, its walls of 
alabaster, its ceiling and Hour of crowded 
imagery was iutercstly described, as was 
also the lace manufactories. The country 
in the vicinity oí Venice is most fertile, 
the fruits of the best and their pum pkins 
and pumpkin pies equal to those of New 
England. There is not a cat. a dog, a cow, 
nor a horse in all Venice. 
Viewed from a 
bight, Venice is a city of domes, rather 
than spires—gorgeous, grand and beautiful 
beyond compare. 
The arsenal employs 
over 3,000 men, and a few years since gave 
employment to 16,000. 
W hile four-footed 
anim als are unknow n in Venice, it is fa­ 
mous for its pigeons. 
They are protected 
by law", are fed by every one, are quite 
tame and very numerous." 
On the lecturer's return to Eng'and, he 
visited Stratford, the birthplace of Shake­ 
speare. This was described and many his­ 
torie sketches related. 
On liis recrossing 
the Atlantic, the traveler bid adieu to Eu­ 
rope forever. 
The prow of tbe grand ship 
was pointed “Over the 
Deep” toward 
America—"the land of the free and the 
home of the brave.” 
Europe had many 
points of interest, many works of art. 
many natural curiosities. However, in all 
his travels he found no m ountain so m a­ 
jestic as Tacoma ; no river so grand as the 
M ississippi; 110 lake so beautiful as Tahoe ; 
no valley w ith such grandeur of scenery 
as Vosemlte; no falls so awe-inspiring as 
Niagara.

Sergeant liarw lck’g Import—Temperature 
and Rainfall for March. 
The rain all a« Sacramento during tbe 
- 24 hours ending at 7 o'clock last night 
was .15 of an inch, m aking 3.87 inches for 
this month, and 31.99 inches for this sea­ 
son, as against 32.79 inches for tbe entire 
season of 1807-08, ending June 30, 1808. 
This season is but .80 of an inch behind 
the above wet season, and tLere arc two 
and a half m onths yet to hear from. 
It is 
more than probable that this season will 
e jual, if not exceed, the season of 1807-08 
before it closes. The barometer at 7 o’clock 
last night was low, but rising rapidly from 
Olympia to I’ortland, with southerly and 
southwesterly winds prevailing, anti the 
weather cloudy to light rain. 
In California tbe barometer was tailing 
and temperature rising, with southerly 
winds and cloudy and threatening weather 
in the northern and central portions of the 
State, and weasterly winds with fair and 
clear weather in southern California. 
The total rainfall for the twenty-four 
hours ending at 7 o'clock last night for the 
California Signal Service stations was : For 
Red Bluff, .99 of an inch ; Sacramento, .15 
of an inch ; San Francisco, .33 of an inch ; 
none at Keeler, San Luis Obispo or Los 
Angeles. 
The following special bulletin for March, 
1886, has been issued from the Signal Ser­ 
vice Office in San Francisco, by Lieutenant 
IV. A. Giassford, assistant officer in charge: 
“ Temperature—During March the tem­ 
perature in California has been from 2° to 
3° below the average in the central valleys 
and interior, and about one degree below 
along the immediate coast. 
In Oregon and 
W ashington Territory it has been at all sta­ 
tions 3° below the March average. 
" Rainfall—The precipitation for March 
has been below tbe average in all Pacific 
districts, except on the ien mediate 
\\ ashmgton Territory, Oregon and north­ 
ern California coast, and in San Diego, San 
'Bernardino, Kern and the eastern part of 
Los Angeles county; also in the San Joa­ 
quin valley, from San Joaquin to Fresno 
counties, it has been considerably in excess. 
Season s 
Rainfall—Throughout 
(alifornia the season's rainfall has been 
above the average; also in southwestern 
Oregon and the immediate North Pacific 
coast. The excess has been greatest in tbe 
southern portion of the San Joaquin val­ 
ley, where in some places it is double the 
average. In the Sacramento valley, and in 
the counties bordering on San Francisco 
and Suisun bays, the excess lias been from 
25 to .i0 per cent, above t lie average; 
also 
in tbe southern part of the State it has 
been irom 25 to 50 per cent, above thoaver- 
age. In Oregon and Washington Territory 
the deficiency bus been greatest in the 
W illamette valley, and in the vicinity of 
Puget Sound.”

THE FARM. 


HINTS OF INTEREST UPON VARI­ 
OUS TOPICS. 


B u tte r -M a k in g — R e m e d y 
fo r 
th e 
R o s e 
S c a le —P ro fits o f F ig -

This is the flush season o f the year for 
butter-making, ami any dairyman, with 
l<is cows fed upon the fine grasses of this 
State, can ordinarily make a class of butter 
that is good when first made, but not all 
can make that which will 
keep well. 
Upon th¡3 subject the American Agricult­ 
urist recently had the follow ing: “ It is a 
sound rule that everything should go to 
market as soon as it is ready to ship. 
This 
rule applies with particular force to such a 
perishable article as 
butter. 
It can be 
kept, but it requires som e latitude of lan­ 
guage to even call such butter sweet. 
To 
luake it keep longer than thirty days, it 
must have a liberal allowance of salt to 
neutralizo the effects of the buttermilk 
that cannot always be gotten out. 
The 
French and English markets for the higher 
grades of butter require that no salt what­ 
ever be put in it. 
The best markets of this 
country are tending in the same direction. 
The higher the price paid for the butter, the 
less salt will be tolerated in it. 
Such 
butter is very hard to make, and must 
be marketed and should be eaten within 
four or 
five 
days 
from 
the 
churn. 
The 
compensation 
for this haste and 
extra 
labor 
is 
that 
more of it is 
consumed, 
and 
the 
price 
is 
gen­ 
erally much above that of the highest 
market quotations. 
W e have heretofore 
described the process of making ‘ granular 
butter.’ 
T his is sim ply butter which is 
chilled in the churn when it is in the mus- 
tard-seed or wheat grain condition, before 
it has gathered into larger masses. 
The 
buttermilk is drawn olf and cold water, or 
even ice-water added. 
Then it is washed 
with cold water, removed front the churn 
to a barrel or stone jar without ntashing 
the grains, and the vessel is then filled up 
with strong brine. 
Before shipping, the 
first brine should he changed, as it will 
dissolve considerable casein and look tur­ 
bid, and a second brine will probably re­ 
m ain clear. 
W hile in the brine, the butter 
must be covered by a circular piece of 
wood nearly fitting the barrel, or by a 
plate if in a stone jar, and weighted so that 
it will be kept submerged. 
Such butter 
w ill keep lor weeks, and when removed 
from the brine and rinsed well with water, 
becomes virtually ‘ sweet butter,’ and is 
easily worked into rolls or prints to suit 
the market. 
If worked without washing 
out the brine, the vert slight flavor of salt 
is to our taste an improvement.” 
FOR DESTROYING SCALE INSECTS. 
The warfare against all scale insects 
needs to be waged at all times to insure 
their exterm ination. 
They are a pest 
which increase upon a ratio of seventy-five 
to one. and are very tenacious of life .' The 
follow ing appears in the Mountain Demo­ 
crat. and will he of interest and value to all 
having fruit trees: 
“A few we ks ago, w hile J. I". Munson, 
o f 
this city, was 
pruning 
blackberry 
bushes, lie noticed that quite a number cif 
them were covered with w hite spots, some 
very thickly, near the roots. He exam ine 1 
them carefully with a compound micro­ 
scope, and found that underneath each 
w hite web was a sm all plant louse. 
De­ 
termined to know the nam e and habits of 
the insect. Mr. Munson sent a piece of the 
cane to Matthew Cooke at Sacramento. 
Tiiat gentleman carefully exam ined the 
specimen, and sent the following com m u­ 
nication to Mr. Munson. 
The information 
cuntained therein is valuable to all our 
gardeners, and they should preserve a cony 
and act upon its suggestions : 
" Yours, with specimen, at hand. 
The 
branch is intectcd by a scale insect popu­ 
larly known as the rose scale, technically 
as the Diarper rose#. 
It is also found on 
the raspberry, blackberry, currant and va­ 
rious species of the rose and other garden 
shrubs. 
A similar-appearing scale infests 
the oleander, but it is of a diflerent genus, 
being the Arpidiotus nerii. On examination, 
by removing the white scale or covering, 
yon ’will find a reddish, oval-shaped body, 
without any appendages, excepting a hair­ 
like proboscis, with which it extracts its 
sustenance from the wood—this is the fe­ 
male insect, which is only a mass of eggs. 
The males are winged, and the pupa can 
be readily found under the oblong scales. 
The females w ill soon begin to deposit their 
eggs, which hatch in a few days, and the 
young appear as a sm all red louse. 
In this 
state they continue only a few days, when 
they fasten them selves to the w ood,cast off 
the appendages, and the scale begins to 
cover them in the form of a white-barred 
stri|>e. 
The female of the -1. ncrii is a lem­ 
on-yellow color when the cover is removed, 
i:.- ’.cad of red, like this specimen. 
" By making a good strong soft soap of 
ash-lye and grease and m ixing with water 
until it can he applied with a brush, will 
effectually destroy these pests, especially at 
hatching time, by scrubbing, or if you 
h ive a spr y pump, by drenching them 
thoroughly. 
One pound of the soap, to 
each gallon of water used. 
It would make 
the water more effective after the soap is 
dissolved, to add one gallon o f the leech­ 
ing to every ten gallon’s of the soap m ix­ 
ture. 
The roots should be exam ined, as 
the scale is often found belowTLie ground. 
Pouring some o f.th e solution around the 
root w ill destroy any under ground. 
The 
I>ia*pcr rogor belongs to the same scale 
family, Diafinsc. as the San Jose scale, but 
not to the same genus—the latter belongs 
to the genus Atpidiotus." 
Upon the same subject the following has 
been received from James McCauley, of 
lone : 
” Eos. ÍIecord-Cnion : K now ingthe inter­ 
est you take in the fruit-growing business 
of this State, and believing that many 
sm all orcliardists do not watch their trees 
as they should, I would gall their attention 
to the presence of several classes of insect 
pests which are now infesting fruit trees of 
this neighborhood, i ,)d accordingly send 
’men branch of tipole trees 
yon n 
, 
- nn'd woG¡li­ 
near! v killed by toe sya!p '"■* 
. 
avis. So severe are these pests, that frui. 
m en think they will lose their trc-cs en­ 
tirely. 
I am not aware of the present ex­ 
tent of this trouble, but believe it to be 
widespread, though many orchardists may 
not be aware o f it. Curl-leaf is'also afleci- 
ing peach trees to a considerable extent. 
Plum b, pear and apricot scent so far, how­ 
ever. to have escaped any trouble. 
W e 
have been informed of several orchards on 
low lands dying, their owners attributing 
the trouble to drow ning: but may it not be 
from the scale bug, a specimen of which I 
send you from upland?” 
Note.—T he specimens referred to have 
been exam ined by Matthew Cooke, who 
finds that the pest is the San Jure scale. 
The remedy above given is effective for 
these. 
Dr. Frey, of Newcastle, has been experi­ 
m enting with corrosive sublimate as a wash, 
and thinks he lias found the specific for the 
various jiests. 
The way he has used it i s : 
One 
pound 
of 
corrosive 
sublimate, 
one pound 
of 
salt and 
ten 
gallons 
of water. 
In m ixing he puts the two in­ 
gredients into two gallons of water, and 
neats enough to dissolve, and then adds 
eight gallons of cold water. 
The in­ 
gredients would dissolve in cold water, but 
would take much longer. 
Of course care 
must be exercised in using the corrosive 
sublimate, as it is deadly |>oison, but the 
doctor says if used prudently there is no 
danger, and the solution, as prescribed, is 
so weak as not to be dangerous. 
This in ­ 
secticide is well worth a full trial. 
A SEW DANGER TO GRACE VINES. 
A correspondent of the Sutler County 
fanner sa y s: I was shown by R. O. Mc­ 
Millan, who lives some two and a half 
miles north of Marysville, a section of a 
rooted grapevine about live-eighths of an 
inch in diameter, that he had bought of a 
dealer in trees and vines, that was eaten 
into a tube of over a quarter of an inch in 
diam eter by white auts. In some places 
the tube w as so chambered out that there 
was but little more than the bark left. The 
ants had made their first lodgment in the 
pith of the vine, and had filled the ends of 
the tube with the concrete m atter of which 
they form cells in which they live, and 
m any cells were formed within this tube, 
showing that they had taken up their abode 
there. 
Mr. McMillan bought 3,000 of these 
yines. and had nearly finished planting 


them when he discovered their condition. 
Now. the question comes, when did the 
ants get into these vines? 
My opinion is, 
this occurred after the vines were dug from 
the nursery and before they were sent to 
the planter—that is, while they were buried 
in the nursery or in the tree-yard. 
If this 
opinion is correct, nurserymen and dealers 
should be very careful to have their grounds 
free from these pests, because of the heavy 
damages liable to accrue to planters from 
infected vines being sold to them. 


PR O FITS IN FIG CU LTU RE. 
J. H . Clapp, of the firm of Dudley, 
Clapp A Doe, extensive fruit dealers in New 
York, who is visiting Riverside, thinks the 
fruit-raisers of southern California make a 
great mistake in not engaging in the cult­ 
ure of the fig more extensively. New York 
dealers are paying fifty cents per pound for 
choice Smyrna figs at wholesale, a price 
that California fruit could command if 
proper skill and care were used in the se­ 
lection of the right variety and in grading 
and packing for the market. The principal 
fig grown in California is the black variety, 
which is unsalable on account of its color. 
If the white Smyrna tig should take its 
place, and be handled rightly, it could com ­ 
mand as high a price as the imported 
article. Californians seein to think that 
the fruit is good enough as it-is, and use no 
care in grading and packing, but put in all 
kinds promiscuously, while the foreign fig 
raisers # ia k e a selection of the very best 
fruit, securing a high price, for which they 
can afford to sell other grades at a low- 
price. 
The best fruit, if carelessly packed, 
will not command the price the same fruit 
would if put up in a neat shape to catch 
the eye of the buyer.—[Press and Horti­ 
culturist. 


B R E E D IN G OF PO LLED CATTLE. 
A writer in the Canadian Breeder gives 
the following interesting ileiu regarding 
polled cattle: 
In order to be successful in 
breeding polled grades, observe the follow­ 
ing ru le: Select a thoroughbred bull, with 
high-pointed poll, well sunken where the 
horns should be. 
Never select a liigh- 
horned cow, as they as a rule, only breed 
one-third polled—a low, short, cTooked or 
crumpled horn will breed the most polled 
calves and nearly as many as a low polled, 
high grade polled cow. Jerseys breed more 
polled calves than any other breed of 
horned cattle, if crossed with the above 
described bull. A Galloway bull will breed 
more blacks than the Angus, in crossing 
with other breeds. 
The Angus breed to 
m any browns and brindles. 


A H IN T ON PR U N IN G . 
Josiah Hoopes is authority for the fol­ 
lowing : 
Fruit trees of varieties that have 
a tendency to spread should be headed in 
to form a com , act head, whilst those with 
a dense top must be thinned out. 
In the 
former always cut to an inside bud, so as 
to give the new branches a tendency to­ 
ward the center, and in the latter select an 
outside one to encourage a wider spread. 
Limbs on a young tree are deceiving. 
They m ay appear sufficiently distant at 
that age, but at maturity they may crowd 
each other. 
Give them ample room at the 
start. 
The practice of opening out the 
heads of old trees is all wrong, and surely 
injures them. 


G E N ER A L NOTES. 
The following makes a good grafting wax, 
and lias long been tried: 
Four (ounces or 
pounds) rosin, two (ounces or pounds) 
beeswax, one (ounce or pound) beet tallow. 
Melt and m ix well, being earefult not to 
scorch. 
Pour out portions of the mixture, 
when ready, into cold water, and when 
just cool enough pull like taffy until it be­ 
comes light-colored. 
In using this wax for 
grafting on a cold day it will be necessary 
to keep it lying in warm water, to have it 
work soft enough, and on a warm day cold 
water m ay be necessary. 
In pulling it the 
hands must be kept slightly greased to pre­ 
vent sticking. 
E. W. Cornell, in the New York Tribune, 
says he is convinced by observation and 
experience that stim ulating manures and 
cultivation in strong soil will surely pro­ 
duce blight by inducing late growth, and 
the consequent formation of unripened 
wood. 
H e has, in the last).two years, kept 
his large quince orchard in clover, allow ­ 
ing the late growth to remain as a mulch, 
depending upon muriate of potash and salt 
to maintain a healthy growth, thus avoid­ 
ing blight. 
Every one who has had much experience 
in m ilking knows that cows, when ill 
treated by milkers, never give as much 
m ilk as when they are treated kindly, says 
the fe w England farmer. 
This is due to 
the fact that the secreting glands of the 
body perform their functions rapidly or 
slow ly according to the condition o f the 
m ind o f the anim al. 
It therefore pays to 
be kind and gentle when handling dairy 
cows. 
W arning is being given against permit­ 
ting horses to eat alfilaria. 
W hile it is 
generally regarded as a most choice variety 
oflood for stock in general, and cattle atiil 
sheep «lo excellently well upon it, several 
horses are reported in the Rural Californian 
to have died from eating it. 
The woody 
libers get balled together in passing through 
the comparatively small stomach of the 
horse, and cause «ica'di if fed too freely. 
The following is given by the Boston 
Journal of Commerce as an excellent cement 
for leather beltin g: 
“ Common glue and 
isinglass, equal parts, soaked for ten hours 
in just enough water to cover them. Bring 
gradually to a boiling heat and add pure 
tannin until the whole becomes ropy, or 
appears like the whites of eggs. 
Butt’ off 
the surfaces to be joined, apply this cement 
warm, and clamp firmly.” 
Farmers who adopt the partial draining 
system , putting in tiles only in the wettest 
places, are som etimes surprised to find 
these dry enough to plow several days be­ 
fore the naturally dryer hillsides are lit for 
teams to w alk over.’ The fact is that hills, 
and especially the sides of hills, are often 
full of springs, which require drains to re­ 
move surplus water as much as do lower 
levels. 
M . A. Henry, Professor of Agriculture at 
University o f Wisconsin, writes to the 
R ecord-Union that the Citrns Fair lias in ­ 
terested him in this section, and he will 
visit here this summer, 


W hen a plum tree gets badly covered 
with black knots, the infected limbs should 
all be cut off close to the trunk of the tree, 
that an entire new top m ay be formed. 
A cheap paint for barns, it is said, may 
be composed o f twelve pounds melted 
pitch, one qnart of linseed oil and two 
pounds yellow ochre, m ixed thoroughly.

Q u a rtz a n d l ’ln c e r M in in g . 
R. D. Stone, ot the Fort Jones claim, 
Klamath river, says he intends working 
that claim somewhat differently than here­ 
tofore, believing he can save a great amount 
of expense. 
Instead of lighting the claim 
at night by burning pitch pine in crates, 
he will use the improved electric coal oil 
lamps of large size, which throws out a 
clear and steady light, to illuminate the 
deep pit of 30 to 45 feet, according to depth 
of bed rock from surface. It is his belief 
that four large coal oil lamps, with reflect­ 
ors, will furnish more light than the pitch 
pine heretofore used, with small lamps at 
the dump and other places where but little 
light is required. 
In addition to this he 
will use wire tall ropes, making one of 
them outlast a dozen of the grass fall ropes 
used in hoisting, with less liability of 
danger by breaking on account of the com­ 
mon rope rubbing and wearing out so quick 
by friction in the sheaves. 
The Chinese Company, near the Fort 
Jones claim, who took out big pay last 
year, will put in a new dam and wheels 
this season, with expectation of being able 
to commence hoisting as early as any of 
the 
companies, except the Centennial, 
which latter company did not pull out or 
lose any machinery by the freshets, by rea­ 
son of favorable point of location. 
" 
The quartz miners of the Salmon river 
section, along Methodist. Know Nothing 
and other creeks, running up into the di­ 
vide this side of New river, are making 
preparations for big work this season. On 
the New river side across the Siskiyou 
boundary in Trinity county, extensive op­ 
erations will soon he resumed with pros­ 
pects of good success, which will make 
good times for the Scott Valley farmers, 
aud the stock men of Siskiyou generally. 
All alotiR Klamath river the resumption 
of work in sinking cribs for wingdaiuing, 
and rigging up water wheels, makes busi­ 
ness for all the miners who have had a 
resting spell since about last Christmas. 
Teamsters are also kept busy hauling lum­ 
ber and supplies from this place and the 
surrounding valley.—[Yreka Journal. 


T iie S n o w K in o .—One of the monster 
snow plows used on the Central Pacific 
Railroad came as far east as Reno yester­ 
day, carrying several tons of snow on its 
front. These plows look like a two-story 
house in motion. In cases t\ here sections 
of the snowsbeds over the track on the Si­ 
erres are carried away by slides as many as 
twelve 10-wheeled locomotives are coupded 
together behind the powerfully-braced mon­ 
sters to clear the snow from the track. 
Bucking through a snow blockade is usu­ 
ally done while going down grade. The 
locomotives take a start of a mile and 
strike the snow bank at a speed of sixty 
miles an hour, driving the plow as far as 
possible into the mass with throttles wide 
ojien and reverse levers hooked down in 
the corner. 
After forcing the plow as far 
as possible into the snow bank with GOO 
tons of iron behind it under a full bead of 
steam, they back out again, take another 
run and keep on •• bucking" until a j>ath is 
formed through the obstruction and the 
track cleared. The railroad company fre­ 
quently issue passes to adventurous per­ 
sons anxious to take a trip on the hurri­ 
cane deck along with the Captain of the 
Plow, but one ride generally suffices to sat­ 
isfy their curiosity.—[Virginia Chronicle. 


How W e Spoil Oik Lungs.—Houses are 
alwavs filled with more or less dust. 
Dur­ 
ing the winter, when the ventilation is im ­ 
perfect, this is especially the case. The 
stove is a most common cause, as its heat 
dries up even- bit of dirt in the room, and 
it is wafted about by currents of air. and 
stirred up by the skirts of women. Women 
probably do not know how much dust 
their skirts send into the air whenever tbev 
sweep over the carpet. It is invisible to the 
eye, except when the light of the sun shines 
on it.

Fre­ 
quent and thorough ventilation, especially 
when the rooms are swept and "dusted, 
while it does not remedy the evil, makes it 
less.

The following data concerning the State 
and Territorial libraries of the Union has 
been collected by the State Librarian, and 
put into c onvenient printed form. It has re­ 
quired much correspondence and repeated 
applications to obtain the information, and 
even now no data has been secured from 
the States of Alabama and Tennessee, and 
Indian Territory. It will be seen that only 
two States have a greater num ber of vol­ 
umes than California. Of these, the State 
Library at Albany, New York, has 128,000 
volumes, and that of Maryland lias 75,000. 
California follows next with 62,000. The 
location, number of volumes, and Librari­ 
ans of the libraries of the several States and 
Territories are as follows :

On the 1st of March the new Board of 
Trustees of our State Library assumed the 
Í>ositions to which they were elected by the 
ast Legislature. The first act of the Board 
was to re-elect Talbot II. W allis State Li­ 
brarian, and he took office again April 6th. 
It was a graceful act, deserve*!, to re-elect 
the incumbent, and was in the line of civil 
service reform. This Librarian has won 
his way to the place from the lowest posi­ 
tion in the department, and through a long 
series of years of service, in which that 
knowledge has been; acquired by him so 
essential to the proper conduct of the li­ 
brary. A test of qualification is service 
approved by those appointed by law 
to judge, and 
in 
this case it was 
the 
Board. 
Some 
of 
its 
members 
have seen much service io the directory 
and know the capacity oí the incumbent 
of the office for the discharge of the im ­ 
portant trust. Service in such a position 
qualifies, as a rule, and in this case the re­ 
election amounted to judgm ent of such 
capacity by experience on the part of the 
Librarian. We have had some means of 
judging of the faithfulness with which he 
has conducted theailairsof his department 
and cared for the property of the State. 
Surrounding himself witli a competent 
corps of deputies, the literary treasure of 
the State has been cared for carefully, and 
under the direction of competent trustees 
the library has grown with just such 
rapidity as the economy of the State per­ 
mitted, and in a right direction. 
Whoever examines the additions made, 
and the reinforcement of the library—es- 
specially in the m atter of strengthening 
the weaker places, such as the departments 
of art, medical and scientific literature— 
will he convinced of the wise administration 
that has prevailed. 
In these departments 
there have been reforms accomplished that 
add vastly to the value of the State's col­ 
lection, for it is not in the number of vol­ 
umes upon the shelves that constitute the 
importance of a library, but in the com­ 
pleteness and classification of its several 
departments, and the discretion U3ed in 
filling them. Probably no man in America 
lins shown better judgm ent in classifying a 
librarv- collection than Mr. Spofford, the 
accomplished Librarian of the Congres­ 
sional Library at W ashington. Two each

has fallen upon him and greatly augmented 
•with each year. Congress is about to have 
erected for that library a building to cost 
$3.000,000. Should the scheme be carried 
out, as is probable, it will unquestionably be 
the best adapted and finest library casket in 
the world. In that library there are now 
over 350,000 volumes, and this num ber is 
increasing so rapidly that only the most 
commodious building will answer the pur­ 
poses of the institution. 
But, however 
large and commodious, we doubt if any 
library rooms in the country will be better 
adapted for departmentizing, or will pre­ 
sent to the eye more graceful interiors than 
those of California. The main room is 
circular, crowned by a dome resting upon 
two 
stories 
of 
arcades, supported by 
series of 
pillars 
of 
classical 
archi­ 
tecture, between which 
retreat niches, 
lighted exteriorly, and each constituting in 
itself a complete room, with desirable pri­ 
vacy. This enables the departmentizing of 
the librar}- to be admirably preserved. 
In 
addition are the rooms of the law librarv. 
and the rooms for paper files and storage, 
etc., and the offices. It was not. however, 
our purpose to enter upon any description 
of the library rooms at this time. The pol­ 
icy of previous Boards of the California 
State Library has been to make it a refer­ 
ence library, and the new Board is wisely 
pursuing the same policy in the purchase 
of books. Much attention also is given to 
collecting valuable plates, plats, maps, en­ 
gravings. etc., necessary to a complete ref­ 
erence library of scientific and historical 
value.

is 
gratifying 
to 
know 
that 
within 
the 
last 
few 
months 
the num ber of visitors to the librarv has 
steadily and greatly increased. The e a st­ 
ern visitors, almost without exception, seek 
out the library-rooms, and their comments 
are invariably those of surprise and com­ 
pliment. At the suggestion of Mr. Wallis, 
recently, the Trustees have directed that 
the libran--rooms be kept open from 7 to 
10 p. m., with a view of enabling a greater 
num ber of people to visit them . The idea 
was entertained that this privilege would 
be largely availed of, but this ext>ectation 
has not thus far met with realization, com­ 
paratively few availing themselves of the 
opportunity. W hile there are two States 
of the Union 
the 
libraries of which 
exceed 
in 
the 
num ber 
of volumes 
that of California, yet examination and 
comparison of the catalogues disclose the 
fact that the selections in the Xew York 
and Maryland libraries are neither so 
choice nor so valuable in most of the de­ 
partm ents as in the library of this State. 
The subject of this library is one that can­ 
not be treated in a simple article. Xor was 
it our intention to make this at all critical. 
It is our intention, however, in subsequent 
papers to consider some of the departments 
o f the library somewhat in detail, as has 
already been done in previous articles in 
the JJecorp-Union. and to treat of the 
values of the constituents of each, and the 
curiosities and revelations the several col­ 
lections make, and to draw comparisons 
in 
detail 
with 
like 
departments in 


other State libraries. 
We are satisfied 
that 
it will 
not only prove deeply 
interesting to the general reader, but that 
it will coriVey a great deal of valuable in­ 
formation to the people whose money sup­ 
ports the institution and gives it the ability 
to expand. These means are too limited, 
however, though they will not probably be 
much augmented in the early future. But 
we are convinced that thus far the invest­ 
ment has been such as to erect a library in 
keeping with the intelligence and vigor of 
the State. 
Indeed, no State so young as 
tiiis, in a like period has made so large or 
valuable a collection. 
But these and cog­ 
nate topics will be considered hereafter. 
At this time the Librarian and his force of 
assistants are engaged upon a new and ex­ 
haustive catalogue, a work that lias been 
in hand over a year, and will require 
several months yet to complete. 
It will, 
when issued, it is expected, prove to be the 
complctest and most accurate and detailed 
work of its kind in this country. The 
Board of Trustees of the library a r e :

NEW PUBLICATION'S. 


H ist o r y o f t h e P a c if ic S ta t es o f A m e b ic a . 
Works of Hubert Howe Bancroft. “ History 
of Alaska," 1730-1885. San F rancisco: A. L. 
Bancroft A Co. 
Mr. Bancroft's “ A laska" is among the 
most valuable of his comprehensive works. 
It possesses the quality of brevity, without 
lack of detail. 
In style it is more matter- 
of-fact than any of the preceding volumes. 
Altogether too little is known of this new 
possession. The popular idea that it is a 
cheerless and inhospitable climate is not 
only erroneous, but damaging to the de­ 
velopment of a region of large capabilities, 
great resources and inexhaustible wealth. 
As he says, the area of Alaska is greater 
than that of the thirteen original States of 
the Union, its-extrem e length being more 
than 2.000 miles, and its extreme breadth 
about 1,400: while its coast line, including 
hays and islands, is greater than the cir­ 
cumference of the earth. The island of 
Unalaska is almost as far west of San Fran­ 
cisco as San Francisco is west of the Capi­ 
tal of the United States; while the distance 
from the former city to Fort St. Michael, 
the most northerly point in America in­ 
habited by the white mar., is greater than 
to the city of Panama. 
At the time of its purchase the idea pre­ 
vailed that it cost us dearly, though we 
paid but two cents an acre for all its lauds. 
On this point the historian rem arks: 
“ Though it mu.-t lie admitted that the 
greater portion of Alaska is practically 
worthless and uninhabitable, yet my labor 
has been in vain if I have not’made’ it ap­ 
pear that Alaska lacks not resources but 
development. 
Scandinavia, her old-world 
counterpart, is possessed of far less natu­ 
ral wealth, and is far less grand in natural 
configuration. 
In Alaska we count more 
than eleven hundred islands in a single 
group. 
We can trace the second longest 
water-course in the w orli. 
We have large 
sections of territory where the average 
yearly tem peiature is higher than that of 
Stockholm or Christiania, where it is 
milder in winter, and where the fall of 
tain and snow is less than in the southern 
portion of Scandinavia. 
It has often been 
stated that Alaska is incapable of support­ 
ing a white population. 
The truth is that 
her resources, though some of them are not 
yet available, are abundant, and of such a 
nature that, if properly economized, they 
will never he seriously impaired. 
The 
most habitable portions of Alaska, lying as 
they do mainly between 55° and 60° north, 
are in about tiie same latitude as Scotland 
and southern Scandinavia. 
The 
area 
of this portion 
of 
the 
territory 
is 
greater 
than 
that 
of 
Scotland' and 
southern Scandinavia combined, and yet 
it contains to-day hut a few hundred, and 
has never contained more than a thousand 
white inhabitants; while the population of 
Scotland is about 3,500,000, and that of 
Xorway and Sweden exceeds6,1100,1)00. The 
day is iiot very far distant when the coal 
measures and iron deposits of Scotland, 
and the mines and timber of Scandinavia, 
will be exhausted ; and it is not improba­ 
ble that even when that day comes the re­ 
sources ot Alaska will be’ but partially 
opened. The little development that has 
been made of late years has been accom­ 
plished entirely by the enterpri e and capi­ 
tal of Americans, aided by a few hundred 
hired natives. Already with a white popu­ 
lation of 500, of whom more than four- 
fiftlis are non-proilucers. the exports of the 
Territory exceed $3.000,000 a year, or an 
average of $6,000 per capita. W here else 
in the world do we find such results. It 
may be stated in answer that the bulk of 
these exports comes 
from the fur-seal 
grounds of the Prvbilof islands, which are 
virtually a stock farm leased by the Gov­ 
ernm ent to a commercial company ; hut the 
present valueof this industry is due mainly 
to the careful fostering and judicious m an­ 
agement of that company : and there are 
other industries which, if properly directed, 
promise in time to prove equally profita­ 
ble. Apart from the seal islands, and apart 
from the trade in land furs that is diverted 
by the Hudson's Bay Company, the pro­ 
duction of wealth for each white person in 
the Territory is greater than in any portion 
of the United States or of the world. This 
wealth is derived almost entirely from the 
land and pelagic peltry, and from the fish­ 
eries of A laska; for at present her mines 
are little developed, and her forests almost 
intact. And yet we are told that the coun­ 
try is without resources I” 
In this history Mr. Bancroft has pursued 
the same scholarly exhaustive system of 
preparation that characterized his works 
on California, Mexico and Central America, 
and yet it is more concise, compact and 
practical than those volumes. 
It is forti­ 
fied by an array of cited authorities of 
great extent, testifying to the wonderful 
research engaged in prefatory to sending 
the pages to print. Alaska'is every day 
coming into greater prominence, the'trutli 
about this long sealed Territory being made 
known, its capacity, wealth and life-sup­ 
porting quality becoming better and better 
known, and the advent of this book will 
greatly augment popular knowledge on the 
subject and disabuse the public mind of 
many erroneous ideas. It is the first real 
history written of (lie region, and we ven­ 
ture to prophesy that it will remain the 
standard ot authoritative reference concern­ 
ing it.

P olish 
for F ir n it u r k 
and F loor.— 
The following polishes will no doubt he 
found very useful during spring cleaning. 
The first receipt is given bv a prominent 
furniture dealer : For a goocl furniture pol­ 
ish use equal parts of linseed oil and tur­ 
pentine; apply lightly, and polish with a 
sort cloth. The Decorator and Furnisher re­ 
cently gave the following receipt for a wax 
floor polish : Boil in water twelve and one- 
half pounds yellow wax. rasped, and six 
pounds pearl-ash ; stir well, aud when ef­ 
fervescence ceases, add six pounds dry yel­ 
low ochre ; then pour into a tin.
